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Esr ai-ed prom * Southern Prison. — Wc And 
the following in the Chattanooga Gazette: On 
the first of the present month Lt. McDonald, of 
the East Tennessee infantrv, and Lieut. James 
C. Shaw, of the 7th Ohio, managed to make 
their escape from the rebel prison at Columbia, 
South Carolina. After travelling four nights 
they came up with three-other Federal officers, 
one of whom belonged to the 1st Maine lu- 
fantrv. They passed these three, whs, being 
tired, had stopped to rest. Ou the night of the 
Oth they overtook two others— Capt. Adame, of 
the Sfith New York infantry, and Lieut. Miller, 
of the 14th Illinois infantry — who had escaped 
two nights before they had. A Lieut. Pearsen, 
•f the 85th New Tork infantry, had started 
with tills last party, but, being sick, he could 
not continue his journey, and it is not known 
what_ became of him. These fonr officers trav- 
elled together, and on the night of the 12th they 
met two officers belonging either to the loth or 
18th Wisconsin, who were captured at Allatoona 
at the time the rebel General Hood made 
his last attempt on it last October. As 
these officers were going in a different direction 
from that in which Lieutenant McDonald and 
his party were travelling, they separated. After 
encountering numerous obstacles, making sev- 
eral narrow escapes and being compelled to 
make some wide detours in order to enable 
them to cross the rivers which lav in their path, 
Lieutenant McDonald, with his fellow-travellers, 
arrived at Marietta, at which place they had 
eat^cted to meet our forces. Ifriug disap- 
pointed in this they struck off into the woods 
again to try and reach Dalton. On nearing that 
place, on Friday night, they procured the 
services of a citizen to show them where the 
picket was stationed. On coming within hail 
of him they lit s torch and waved it. Be- 
soming alarmed the sentinel attempted to fire at 
them, but Providentially the cap snapped, thus 
perhaps preventing tho death of ene of their 
number, just as he was entering the portals of 
liberty and freedom. Before he could fire again 
they succeeded in satisfying him as to who they 
were. 

The Lientensnt states that the vicinity of Ma- 
rietta and Dalton and the region of country east 
of those places is swarming with guerilla bauds, 
who are burning the houses of the Unionists 
who declared their principles when our army 
was there, and are hanging and conscripting 
all the men. The travellers experienced con- 
siderable difficulty in making their way through 
that section to save themselves from being cap- 
tured. 

A decided Union sentiment prevails through 
those parts of Georgia and South Carolina trav- 
elled over by this party, but the presence of the 
rebel cavalry, which iu small squads patrol the 
country in every direction, prevents much open 
manifestation of it. None of the citizens would 
dare to accompany the escaped prisoners on 
their way, bnt would always show them the 
road and give them directions how to reach the 
next Onion man on their route. 

Captain Harry McQuida, who formerly be- 
longed to the 1st Middle Tennessee cavalry, 
and was captured at the time of the Straight 
raid in the spring of 1863, has distinguished 
himself on several occasions in aiding some o 
the prisoners to escape, but is unable to escape 
himself. The Lieutenant states that there i3 a 
great deal of Union sentiment through South 
Carolina and Georgia, and he repeats the oft- 
told tale of the fidelity of the negroes. In 
every instance where his party applied to them 
for succor, they were fed, warmed, and showed 
the road, and told the names of Union men to 
whom they could apply for information. 

Out of fortv-flve men in Lieut. McDonald’s 
company, captured when he was, only ten arc 
left. Company B, of the same regiment, has 
only twelve left out of sixty. Captain Mill- 
sapps, of company B, wa» very si, k in Rich- 
mond when the officers left there, and Lieut. 
Duncan, of the same company, died at Macon 
during July. 

f Captain Reynolds, 8th West Tennessee in- 
fantry, died at Columbia on the 18th of October, 
of yellow fever. 

Captains naves, Moore, and Robertson, and 
Lieutenant Robertson, of the 7th West Tennes- 
see cavalry, captured at the Fort Pillow rnassa- 

«re, are well. 

The escaped officers were twenty-six day! on 
■the road, and when they arrived at Chattanoo- 
ga they were in a sorry plight. Their clothes 
were in tatters, and they were nearly barefoot. 
The Lieutenant bad a pair of slippers on his 
feet that had been issued to the prisoners at Co- 
lumbia, from some supplies received from the 
North. 

Hobrirlx Massacre of Nkgror-l — On Fri- 
day last there occurred a horrid massacre of ne- 
groes in the vicinity of. Sturgeon, ou the North 
Missouri Railroad. It appears a negro woman, 
slave of Edward Graves, living eight miles from 
Sturgeon, on the Roehcport road, had left home 
some time since and taken up her abode iu 
Sturgeon. On Friday she returned for the pur- 
pose of taking oil another negro from her for- 
mer home. She started back to Sturgeon in a 
wagon with five more negroes taken from the 
premises, consisting of a woman, a girl, a boy, 
and two small children. After proceeding about 
two miles the party was overtaken by threo 
men] disguised in Federal uniform. The ne- 
groes were then taken by them a distance into 
the woods, and all shot dead except the two 
children, who were returned to their homes. 
One woman was hung before being shot. Who 
the perpetrators of this horrible butchery were 
is unknown. Graves and several members of 
liis family have been arrested try tho military 
authorities of Sturgeon ou the charge of com- 
plicity in t he affair. 

ifg- A new substitute for cotton is thus re- 
ferred to by a Paris correspondent: “Great ex- 
citement prevails in those manufacturing dis- 
tricts of France where cotton is most used, on 
account of the discovery of a substitute for the 
now dethroned king. This substitute is the 
China grass or whito urticn ((nettle weed), 
which may be cultivated cheaply in all parts of 
France. The experiments with this new textile 
fibre have been going on for a year or more un- 
der the direction of a competent committee 
appointed by the Chamber of Commerce of 
Rouen. And this committee, with the weed, 
the raw fibre, and various specimens of woveu 
and colored and uncolored cloths iu hand, have 
show n the Chamber, beyond all question, that 
the substitute is a genuine one in every point. 
They declare, without reservation, that none of 
the qualties of the cotton arc wanting.” 

Shootino ArrKAY is Esoinux. — Lieut. 
Col. Ingerton, of the 13th Tennessee infantry, 
was shot, on Friday night, at the Franklin 
House, in Knoxville, by a man named Walker, 
formerly a Lieutenant in the 5th Tennessee 
cavalry. About a year ago, Colonel Ingerton 
was a member of a court-martial which dis- 
missed Walker from the service, and. it is said, 
that at that time he threatened, on the first op- 
portunity, to kill the ColoneL On Friday night, 
about 11 o’clock, they met, as above stated, 
when Walker shot the Colonel, the ball entering 
the right side just below the ribs. The wounded 
man lived but a short time after receiving the 
fatal shot. His murderer was immediately ar- 
rested and placed iii irons. 

Another Robbery.— On Sunday night last, 
near the depot camp of the veteran reserved 
corps, Nashville, three rnffians waylaid Surgeon 
Hickman, and, each with a pistol held at the 
doctor’s cranium, gave him his choice cither to 
give up his life or his greenbacks. As it hap- 
pened that the doctor left, his arms at his quar- 
ters, but had his money with him. he handed 
over his purse, and thns in the least inconve- 
nient way settled his troubles with these prowl- 
ing thieves and robbers. 



igT The Nashville Union of yesterday says : 
“The hospital train that followed the regular 
morniDg train to this city Monday was fired 
into about three miles the other side of South 
Tunnel by a band of about thirty guerillas, who 
rode up close by the train and fired a volley 
from carbines and revolvers. From poor aim 
or some other cause, no one on the train was 
hnrt, though several had narrow escapes. This 
seems to us to be the refinement of devilish 
malignity — to let the passeuger train go by, 
that they knew had a body of guards upon it, 
and reserve their attack for a hospital train, a 
thing that even savages have respected and left 
unmolested.” 

A Man 8iiot Near Ladoga. — A singular and 
fetal case of shooting occurred a few days ago 
near Ladoga, Montgomery county, Indiana. A 
man named Dickinson became very much ex- 
cited upon the subject of religion, and sent for 
a neighbor named West to come to his house 
and pray for him. West went, and. while in 
the act of praying, was shot by Dickinson 
through the breast from side to side. ’ The 
wounded man immediately arose and com- 
menced defending himself as well as ho conld 
with a small knife, but soon fell down dead. 
Dickinson was arrested the next morning, when 
it was discovered that he was a raving maniac. 

Resurrectionists. — It seems that a systemat- 
ic exhuming of the dead bodies of rebel prison- 
ers buried at Camp Chase has been going on for 
sometime past, in order to supply a medical 
college at Cleveland with subjects for dissec- 
tion. An agent of the college from Cleveland, 
it is said, has been in Columbus for some time 
engaged in forwarding this business tlirdugh 
the aid of such persons as he could enlist in the 
service. Among others, Dr. Flowers Is charged 
with beiDg a principal Actor in the affair. The 
Doctor was arrested on Friday night by the 
military authorities and taken to Camp Chase, 
and released on giving bail for his appearance 
da a future day.

WAR OR PEACE. 

General Frcm»nt, iu bis letter accepting the 
noiniuation as a candidate for the Presidency, 
raid, among ether things, that, in the, begin- 
ning of the rebellion, he thought it advisable to 
use hard measures and stern penalties for its 
suppression: but, after the rebellion assumed 
the character of a civil war o( great magnitude, 
lasting for years and demanding fearful sacri- 
fices, and finally, when peace could be made, 
confiscation, as an act of vengeance, seemed to 
him a policy which he conld not understand 
and approve! 

Secretary Seward mentioned, in his speech in 
Auburn, New York, in September last, that, af- 
ter the restoration of the Union and conclusion 
of pence, nil questions .at issue arising out of this 
war. including that of slavery, would be handed 
over to the courts and to the Legislatures of the 
respective States for adjudication and settle- 
ment: and he is said to have informed the 
French Minister of Foreign Affairs that all the 
South had to do to finish the war was to send 
its repre-entntives to take their vacant seats in 
the national Legislature. 

General Bntlcr is represented b» the telegraph 
as stating, in'ltis speech at New York, on tlia 
15th Inst., he would urge offering once more 
the oiive branch to the rebels, ana if they did 
npt accept, to carry on a sharp and, vigorous 
war, ami divide the conquered lands among tha 
soldiers. 

Not having copies of the letters and speeches 
before me, I cannot give the exact language, 
but the above is, to mv recollection, their im- 
port. Here we have three of our most promi- 
nent men, oiiginallv differing widely in their 
views about the political principle* and meas- 
ures — one declaring himself against the enforce- 
ment of the confiscation act, when peace might 
be restored; the other, by implication, admit- 
ting the possibility that, during and after this 
war. the institution of slavery may net be fully 
abolished, and all appeal ing to he in favor, un- 
der tiie exist ing circumstances, of dealing gently 
with the enemy, if, by that means, with the 
Union, peace and good feeling can be restored. 
Now as to the sentiment of the Northern peo- 
ple — wemay say that the members of the Union, 
Conservative, orjDemocratic .opposition parties 
about two persons or voters out of five surely 
do not find fault with, and do not object 
to any of those propositions; quite to tiie 
contrary, it may lie supposed such would frilly 
coincide with their desires. The others, three 
out of five, the members of the Republican, 
Union, and Administration parti’ have indeed in 
their platform of Baltimore of 18C|, besides the 
suppression of the rebellion by force of arms, 
the restoration of the Union and the enforce- 
ment of the constitution and laws of the United 
States over the whole territory of our country— 
the extirpation of shivery. This is in unison with 
the proclamation of emancipation by President 
Lincoln on the first of January, 1863, and in the 
same spirit Congress passed tiie confiscation act. 
In connection with thiswc have to consider that 
the October and November elections give to 
the Republican party in Congress next 
spring a clear two-thirds majority in Sen- 
ate and House, a Republican President and Cabi- 
net, ami also a Republican majority in tho Su- 
preme Court. Hence the legislative, tiie excen- 
tive. and the judiciary branches of the national 
Government will be Republican. The admis- 
sion of new free States into the Union and the 
expected reconstruction on a basis of freedom 
of three or four now rebel Slates will com- 
plete the three-fourths number of legisla- 
tures or conventions of all tiie Slates of tiie 
Union necessary ta lawfully pass and sanction 
an amendment of the constitution decreeing the 
abolition of slavery in the whole of the United 
States, immediate or gradual, with or without 
comj'ensation to loyal owners. Suppose, now, 
the further resistance of the rebels makes it 
necessary for our Government to carry on the 
war for the above stated purposes, there can ex- 
ist but little doubt that it will eud iu tiie de- 
struction of slavery, for if not bd Northern 
agency, tiie work will be done by the South. To 
judge bv newspaper reports, there are citizens 
in parts of North Carolina opposing by arm- 
the authority of the rebel Government: "part of 
the inhabitants of Georgia and other States; 
sufferers by the ravages and desolations of war, 
mav favor tiie idea of a convention of represen- 
tatives of all Hie States for the discussion of 
terms of peace, or of negotiations between the 
two Governments to effect the restoration of the 
Union under the Constitution. And this feeling 
finds, to some extent, expres-ion in the utter- 
ances. as lately published, of Stephens, John- 
son. Brown, Vance, Boyce. Berry, and other 
prominent men of the South, who originally 
opposed secession aud are not insisting upon 
the alternative, independence or ruin. Presi- 
dent Davis himself in liis last message is one 
] dace sill istilutes rights for indepetuience. Still the 
whole tenor of this and other State papers and 
tiie spirit of a decided majority of the public 
prints, and probably also of the'pcople at large, 
must lead to tiie supposition that, the rebels will 
continue to resist and carry on the war lbr inde- 
pendence or “Slate rights" at all hazards, and 
the North, l>cing in resources and men three 
times superior to the South, necessity will 
probal lv soon compel them to arm aud set 
free slaves. It is pos-ible that the negroes 
with the promise of freedom and lauded prop- 
erty will light for and under their former mas- 
ters. Some believe that such a’ purpose and 
action on the part of tiie rebel Government aud 
uncompromising leaders would lie frustrated by 
the people, who would never approve of such 
inroads upon their cherished institution, pre- 
enrsors of a total destruction of slavery; the 
fact, however, is that the niae-es, as well as 
Stale authorities, under a nearly despotic Gov- 
ernment. have but iitllc voice and power in na- 
tional affairs, and the talented, energetic, and 
desperate leaders will rather let tiie whole insti- 
tution perish, thereby securing the sympathies 
of Europe — outside of the ruiiug and privi- 
leged cl:t“ses — or give away part of their do- 
minion or accept even a protectorate bv some 
European maritime power, than to submit again 
to the lawful Governin':::! and lire in political 
community with the so- railed Yankees. True, 
much, if not all, depends upon the spirit and 
emlnranoe of li e Southern people how long and 
with what direful result- for the North, a- well 
as for the South, they will continue the war and 
sairliiee men and means; for even after their 
regular arpiies in the field shall have been dis- 
peised and partly destroyed by onr troops, their 
main cities taken, principal resource* cut off, 
and much of their territory conquered, it is 
thought by many that they may still carry on a 
guerilla warfare, rendering necessary strong 
garrisons and large expenditures onourpart for 
years. As Gen. Sherman lately .aid, the end of 
tLe war is in the dim future. 

Suppose, now. that the continuation of tiie 
war w ill, under all circumstances, effect a decay 
and destruction of slavery, could there be no 
plan devired to abolish tiie institution without 
further arming aud fighting, bloodshed and 
contraction of debt by means of a gradual 
emancipation, doing away with slavery in the 
eonrfc of the next fifteen or even twenty-fire 
\ ears, as previously recommended by eminent 
statesmen? Or, bv a system securing the co- 
operation of the white people, held more bene- 
ficial for both races and preferable to a solution 
of this moral, social, and economic question by 
forcible immediate abolition? Could wc not act 
ns wisely as tbe members of the convention in 
1 787, in reference to the import of negroes from 
Africa until 1808? Or, as the Cubans do now? 
There would be time to school aud educate the 
negro, and make him aide, tit, and willing to 
earn his bread independently, and become a 
good man and citizen, and, at the same time, 
the owners of slaves would give time and op- 
portunity to prepare themselves for tiie new and 
better, more just and humane state of tilings. 
In the meantime slavery should uot beexieuded 
any more into new territories, aud no in- 
voluntary separation of negro fetnilv members 
be permitted in cares of death or bankruptcy 
of their owners. Tiie point of substituting a 
gradual emancipation for an immediate aboli- 
tion once settled, and the possibility of restoring 
peace and m. ion in view. The Government and 
people of tbe North might not feel disinclined 
to accord and oiler more lenient term.- to the 
South in other respccls. Thcv would probably 
not insist on the execution of the confiscation 
act— i. c.. confiscating tiie property of all per- 
sons having taken an active part in tbe rebel- 
lion in a civil or military capacity — aud neither 
on the exclusion fr om the amnesty of all men 
in rank, from the Colonel upward. But they 
will never allow stretching Stale rights anil sov- 
ereignty into the fel.-o and wicked principle 
of secession, disorganizing ail government and 
society, and never consent to a measure so 
fraught w ith individual and national calamities 
and perpetual war ns a division of this country; 
neither will a majority look upon slavery other- 
wise Ilian a relic of less enlightened and civil- 
ized ages, a great draw back of onr boasted lib- 
erty. -a moral, social, and political evil, tiie ap- 
ple of discord between the North and the South, 
and the cause or pretext of the rebellion, and 
hence strongly oppose its preservation. 

If the great ends, the restoration of the Union 
and abandonment of slavery can tie attained, 
undoubtedly mo-toftbe Northern people would 
w illingly forget the fact that the South rebelled 
without a good and just cause, whatever the 
pretexts have been and now are; overlook tiie 
loss, injnrv, and woe this cruel war has brought 
over the country, and uot insist upon severe 
measures of punishment and vengeance against 
their opponents, great and awful as their crimes 
may have been. They would not insist on the 
execution of an act involving a war of subjuga- 
tion and cxteimination, with great sacrifices on 
both parts, if ihs main purposes, peace. Union, 
and freedom for all, can be attained without. 
They would not prolong a war, whose final re- 
sult as to tbe strife itself and tiie great and ir- 
reparable injury inflicting on the institutions 
and true interests of the country, never can tie 
clearly and fully foreseen, as history teaches in 
ancient and modern times. 

It, is said even in case the rebel government 
should offer to return the rebellious States into 
the Union under the original conditions, sub- 
mission under the Constitution and laws of tlic 
United States, without any further admission or 
concession, the love of jieaee and the pressure 
of conservatives in the North might induce our 
Guvcrumcnt to decline the responsibility lor a 
continuance of tbe war, and to grant and ac- 
cept the terms rather than to run tiie risk of 
earn ing out the programme of the radical wing 
of the Republicans for abolition, confiscation, 
and extermination. 

But some may ask that because the President, 
in September, i8fi2, has offered already an am- 
nesty to the rebels in his hnndred-day notice of 
the proclamation of emancipation, and they de- 
clined the acceptance, why now repeat it? My 
answer is, at that time tlic armies of the North 
and South fought with alternate success. 



the rebels entertained hopes of achieving 
independence, and our troops had bnt little 
footing on Southern soil: proclamations, public 
papers, and letters could scarcely reach the in- 
habitants of the heart of the South. All these 
things and conditions have considerably changed 
since; after two years’ more war and more Fed- 
eral victories and successes in various parts of 
rebeldom, tiie Southern people are andoubt- 
edlv less hopeful, less spirited, and less re- 
bellious: their confidence In a favorable, 
final result must have been somewhat 
shaken, and they ought to be a little more 
inclined to listen to and to heed a kind word 
from our Government: our victorious Generals 
could proclaim in many a State and city the 
terms of peace, aud our newspapers and lctter- 
wriiers carry the news into nearly all parts of 
the Confederacy. Such propositions, however, 
should come a tlic true and deliberate expres- 
sion of tiie Northern policy ol both parties, iu 
the shape ot a resolution by Congre-s, and as 
tlic ultimatum of our Government, supported 
by the whole power of tbe North, so that the 
South would clearly sec that they have hut tho 
choice betw een acceptance and peace or war and 
destruction. Allow a few months for this work, 
and. in the opinion of many thoughtful people, 
we would make friends in the South, create a 
real party in favor of a restoration of the Union, 
perhaps cause some State or other to dissolve its 
connection with the Confederacy aud prepare 
for returning into the Union. Obstinate and 
desperate as the rebels may be to continue the 
war with the alternative of independence or 
ruin, the dissenters would gradually undermine 
their power and weaken their government, ear- 
ly demoralization into the army, and cause a 
discontinuaneeof the war, and the rebellion and 
the Confederacy would break and crumble to 
pieces. Under all circumstances, bv such prop- 
ositions we conld only unite and strengthen the 
North, and divide and weaken the South. Let, 
then, tiie leading representatives of both parties 
of tbe North ou the occasion of their assembling 
in Congress next week, consider the whole sub- 
ject — the present condition of our country, and 
the chances for the future: throw off narrow 
party creeds, theories, and wishes, and carefully 
prepare a plan embodying propositions for 
peace, Union, and freedom as in their wisdom 
they may deem practicable and effective, attain- 
ing the desired eud, and giving satisfaction to a 
majority of the American people. F. 

— A writer 
in Blackwood for September say?: Occasionally — 
levy rarely, it mint be owned — the witness" is, 
besides being a man of science, a man of the 
world — one w ho joins to the requirements of the 
“savant” all the quick and ready-witted tact of 
society.

“Now, Doctor A,” said he, “vou 
have told us that strychnine is to be found in 
tiie I’harmacopteia, an admission that goes to 
show that the faculty are not nfraid, to use the 
vulgar illustration, "to play with edged tools. 
You have also said that you have administered 
it in your own practice. Will you be kind 
enough to inform us in what doses?” “The 
dose would be determined bv tiie nature of tiie 
illness, the object sought to lie obtained, and tlic 
peculiar circumstances of tbe individual pa- 
tient.” “Come, come, doctor, I am not trying 
to poach ou you for an unfeed opiuion. I want 
generalities. Would you give a grain of this 
medicine?” “I might. I would rather give au 
eighth, or a sixth, or a fourth of a grain.” “But 
you l ave actually given as much as a grain?" 
“I believe I have.” “Now, would you give twor 
or i^ there esses iu which you would give three 
grains? For instance, would you venture to 
administer three grains to one (if the gentlemen 
of the jure ?” “I opine not.” 

“Alight there uot lie acase in which von would 
give his lord-kip yonder as much as three 
grains?” “I should say not, certainly not.” 
“Would you give me three grains?” At this tbe 
doctor seemed slightly confused and unwilling 
to reply, and the lawyer, accepting the hesita- 
tion us confusion from being puzzled, followed 
tip his supposed advantage bv repeating ibe 
qnestion. “lam doubtful on "the point. It is 
possible that I might,” was the reply, after a 
long pause. “Good heavens, sir! what do vou 
mean? You have told us that under no circum- 
stances would you administer as much as three 
grains to one of the gentlemen of the jurv, nor 
to his lordship on the bench, and yet you now 
avow that you are actually uncertain whether 
yon would not give this dose to iue! F.xpiaiu 
this, sir, if you can.” “The action of strych- 
nine is bnt imperfectly known.” said the doctor 
with great composure. “It would he a valuable 
contribution to medical science to determine it, 
aud wc have a maxim iu chemistry that says: 
‘Flat experlmentum in corpora viii.’ That is 
my meaning.” Iu this case it was not the law- 
ytr iliut triii mphed.

She r | nested my ad- 
vice as how to act, and as to whether she should 
give the child :i dose of castor. I told her not 
to give the child, amt Ling to relax the bowels, 
and upon reflection I advised her to make the 
child a hard dumpling for its dinner. As 1 was 
quite aware that the case was dangerous, I also 
advised her to consult a modicum man. This 
slie did, and informed me that he quite agreed 
with my opinion; and I was pleased to find that 
she had not brought back any “mixture.” 

In the evening she again consulted me as to 
the child's supper, and I adrised another dump- 
ling, with as little drink as possible. The next 
morning she informed me that the child had 
Slept wi ll, and had not exhibited any symptoms 
of Lj *terics. Upon asking me what she should 
give the child for breakfast, she could not re- 
frain from smiling when I advised another hard 
dumpling. In the course of the forenoon, how- 
ever, she smiled most satisfactorily upon enter- 
ing mv room, at the same time placing before 
me an iron spiked nail, about an inch and a 
half long, which the child had passed without 
having shown any consciousness of its presence.

This i6 the language of the Constitution— ar- 
ticles 6th and loth — aud is a clear demonstration 
that the Government of the United States is a 
government full and complete lor national pur- 
poses, and is the supreme law of the land, and 
all the people of all the States arc subject to its 
authority within the sphere of its delegated 
powers. 

It is a national government to all intents and 
purposes, aud is so recognized by every en- 
lightened nation on earth, and no enemy, either 
domestic or foreign, should be permitted to 
destroy it. 

The attempt to do so, like the Invasion of the 
Romau Empire bv Hanibal, will prove in the 
end a disastrous failure. The burning and long 
peuf-up hatred of disunfonists per se toward the 
Government of the United States is speuding it- 
self In vain. 

The invasion of loyal States, counties, and 
neighborhoods by Mr. Davis’s disunion eon- 
npiraev has been prosecuted with all the vigor 
of a ITanuibal. The States of Missouri, K<*n- 
Virginia, and Man land, besides all tho 
Io' al portions of the States south, were at one 
time overrun by the Davis legisn of conscript s 
and coadjutors in lesr- than eighteen months af- 
ter the commencement of armed hostilities, aud 
vet true national men never thought of yield- 
ing their assent to the imperious demands of 
the insurgents. Even the .cry of “submission 
to Abe Lincoln,” and the terms of reproach— 
such as abolitionist, traitor, tory, Ac., applied 
to Union men, never deterred them from their 
attachment to tlic Government, or deprived 
them of the courage to defend it. The national 
powers and resources were at first slow to act, 
but when they became fully aroused, it was like 
giving motion to a great ponderous machine. 
Its momentum has been sufficient to crush ev- 
ery impediment until, one by one, it has recov- 
ered its cities; foot by foot it has forced back the 
enemy until at last the insurgents arc confined 
to only a fragment of territory claimed by the 
conspirators, and the attempt to subjugate the 
naiicii of the United States armed aggres- 
sion gainst it-* constitutional aud legal Author- 
ity. has resulted In disastrous and humiliating 
defeat. 

These are unpalatable truths to those who 
have undertaken to break down and destroy the 
National Union; and vet, in a common-sense 
point of view, they should never have anticipat- 
ed :«n easy victory in their lawless attempts to 
disregard their constitutional obligations. 

A minority of tiie people of some of the States, 
by acts of secession, rebelled against the Gov- 
cn ment. and then immediately invaded other 
States that refused to secede. Missouri never 
seceded, and yet Mr. Davis attempted by inva- 
sion to coerce her into liis rebellion. Kentucky 
never seceded, and similar attempts were made 
to coerce her out of the Union. Maryland like- 
wise refused to secede, and thereupon she was 
invaded in view of subjecting her people to the 
edicts of rebellion. Next followed the invasion 
of Pennsylvania in view of earning out the 
original programme of Mr. Davh-— “to head au 
army himself, invade the North, lay waste their 
fields, sack and burn their cities, and make their 
inhabitants lood for powder.” 

But the old Government, even though clogged 
and paralyzed to some extent by party conflicts, 
has proved too strong for rebellion; and this is 
so for tbe reason that rebellion had no justifiable 
cause. Mr. Lincoln’s election, in the w'orst 
light in which it could be viewed, beiug onlv a 
temporary evil, whilst adherence to a constitu- 
tional Union would have been a permanent 
good. 

The true Union men of 1860 are true to the 
Union yet, having witnessed nothing in the 
efficts of rebellion to change their views. 

Slave property was secure in the Union, even 
under Mr. Lincoln's administration, and would 
have remained so had not rebellion paved the 
way for its destruction. In the Union there was 
unexampled prosperity and happiness. In a 
state of rebellion these blessings have disap- 
peared. But rebellion itself will finally disap- 
pear, and our people, chastened by sad experi- 
ence, will knowhow to appreciate good gov- 
ernment. and be slow to ever again rebel against 
iu authority.

Tiir Statt r Erin med at Roiir. — The colos- 
sal ctaiuc discovered by Signor Righetti, having 
been safely extricated from its subterranean 
hiding place, and raised to upper day, is now 
undergoing the delicate ojicration of cleaning 
and restoring. Great difficulty is encountered iu 
removing the oxides and incrustation* which 
adhere, to the surface of the bronze without 
1 ringing off the gilding also. General opinion 
having indicated Signor Marti netti as the onlv 
antiquary iu Rome of sufficient practical skill 
to undertake this operation, he was intrusted 
with the execution of it at the commencement; 
but in consequence of what he considers undue 
interference on the part of tho proprietor, he has 
just declined proceeding any further in the work. 
The affair te, therefore, at a standstill for the 
moment, but Signor Tenerani, the celebrated 
sculptor, with a commission of artists and arch- 
aeologists, have sat in conclave. around the pros- 
trate effigy of the hero to devise the best mean* 
of restoring his pristine surface. 

Signor Fa bio Gori has just published a pam- 
phlet containing the most plausible comment 
upon tbe statue, and Jhe circumstances attend- 
ing &ta exhumation, of any that have yet ap- 
peared. His opinion is that the statue was col- 
chrntcd in ancient Rome as that of / ferculis 
3fagtii Custodis in Circa h' laminin, whose temple 
was in the immediate vicinity of the theatre of 
Pompcy. Tills statue had the reputation of de- 
livering oracles, and even of sweating at periods 
of public danger or political cxeiu-ment. as is 
chronicled by ancient historians; bnt snch mira- 
cles are easily explained by the circumstances of 
tlic whole of the back part of the lie id being 
open, and there being various minute apertures 
on the surface of the statue communi- 
cating with the hollow interior, through 
which a waterv vapor might he expelled. The 
statue stood in a niche, apparently, with its 
head touching the vault so that the priests 
had no difficulty in delivering oracular response? 
through the hollow bronze to the devotees who 
come to consult the herculean magnns autos, or 
great protector of the FJaminlan circus, which 
fanned the ninth regia, or quarter, of the ancient 
city. Ovid expressly states that this circus was 
under the protection of Hercules, who deliv- 
ered oracles there, the efficacy of w hich had 
l ecu commemorated by S\ 11a with votive offer- 
ings. As Ovid mentions that these oracles wore, 
bclivered in Eubwan verses, aud as Sylla sub- 
dued thd* rebellious province of Eubrea, and 
transferred thence and from other parts of 
Greece numerous statues and works of art to 
Rome, Signor Gori assumes that the statue now 
rediscovered w ns originally brought to Rome 
by that great General, who, according to Plu- 
tarch. was much iu the habit of consulting sim- 
ilar oracles. 

With regard to the sort of sepulchre in which 
the statue was found, it is Signor Gori’s opinion 
that when Christianity began to prevail over 
paganism in Rome, sceptics were found who 
were not only incredulous as to the diviue na- 
ture of the oracular sounds which issued from 
the hollow bronze, but who actually discovered 
the craftv contrivance of the pagan priests, and 
showed their wrath in consequence by com- 
mencing the destruction of the statue, as is evi- 
dent from the breaking of the club and the 
eviration of the figure. To prevent further in- 
dignities, and to avoid a popular tumult, it is 
very probable that the priests may have taken 
down the statue by night and interred it in a 
m ichboring spot, with the hopeof recovering it 
iu times more favorable for paganism. 

I Prom (.alipriani’M Mcnengnr, Not. 4.1 
The discovery of the statue of Hereulc* in 
Pompcy 's theatre excites the admiration of ar- 
tists in ’the highest degree. It is a work of Gre- 
cian art, in bronze, and of larger proportions 
than any to be seen at Rome. Its execution is 
superior to anything yet known; the bas-reliefs 
of Hie Pantheon and the Apollo Belvedere are 
of a purer style, no doubt, but they have not 
the incomparable finish of the Hercules now 
discovered. Pins IX. takes a great interest in 
the statue. Having learned that the luricy 
finder. M. Righetti, was endeavoring to sell it 
to a distinguished foreigner, tiie Pope is said to 
have complained of that proceeding, and to 
have mentioned to a deputation of the Archi- 
confratemity of 8t. Peter, that, as M. Righetti 
owed large sums to the State, the statue might 
possible he looked on as a pledge similar to 
those of the Mont-de-Piete, for such a precious 
object could not be lost to the city of Rome. 
The Popes have rarely neglected such discov- 
eries the care taken by Jules IL to preserve 
Apollo Belvedere, when found in the baths of 
Titus, is w ell known.

Fcut a boy to collect a bill of a person considered 
among tiie “doubtful” kind, aud who sold liquor 
for a living. Bluffing off the boy with a plump 
refusal to pay, the fact was reported to the per- 
son having tiie demand, who gave the bill to 
tho messenger, telling him he might keep the 
bill find all he could collect from it. In a day 
or two the young man got the money in full, 
greatly to the surprise of the party to whom 
the debt was due. On being a. c kcd how he col- 
lected the claim, he replied: “I first bought a 

pint of liquor, and then, presenting the bill, told 
the dealer if he did not pay it, he would com- 
plain of him for selling, and be a witness against 
him.” The dealer paid up in full, and the lad 
went out and poured away his liquor.

Nothing additional of Sherman's morements 
has been receipt'd here to-day. There are no 
pipers published in Kichmond on Sunday morn- 
ing, aud Monday’s papers are not due here un- 
til to-morrow morning. 

The rebel pictets maintain silence as to the 
Kichmond papers on military matters. 

The minimum standard oi height for recruits 
for volunteer service has been fixed by the Sec- 
retary of War at live feet three inches, as here- 
tofore established.

8he lies off 
Newport News, in water so deep that it is 
doubtful if she can lie raised, as she was wholly 
unseaworthy. Probably no effort will be made 
to do so. 

General Hancock, who. Is to have command 
of the 1st corps, which is to be raised in obedi- 
ence to general orders issued yesterday from 
the War Department, will in a few days estab- 
lish his headquarters here. 

The War Department has issued orders that 
all enlisted men, at the expiration of their tnrin 
of service, must be mustered and paid" on tbe 
muster-out rolls and on the statements of regi- 
mental officers only. 

Tlic exceptions arc men discharged by special 
order for disability, ordischargedin hospitals on 
exp iration of their term of service, as unable to 
travel. 

Special advices from the Army of tho Potomac 
state that General Roger Pryor, now a private 
soldier, was captured by our pickets on Sun- 
day, while attempting an exchange of newspa- 
pers. 

He claims that one of our pickets gave the 
usnal sign for such an exchange, which he ac- 
cepted, and, advancing to within range of our 
pickets, was obliged to surrender. 

liis capture is fnllv satisfied by our officers, 
v ho states that this trick was practised by the 
rebels some dnv6 since in tho capture of Capt 
Burridge, of the 3Gth Massachusetts, who was 
dismissed from tiie service after his capture, for 
violating orders of Gen. Meade and regarding 
an exchange of newspapers. Pryor says that 
orders were issued for the release of Burridge 
by Gon. Lee on Sunday, and that had not he 
(Pryor) been captured on Monday, Burridge 
would have been sent over. It is said that 
Pryor will lie scut back on Burridge’s release. 
The former came up on tbe mail boat to-day, 
and was committed to tbe old capital. 

On tbe way up, the passengers report, he was 
feted by onr officers in private, that his auto- 
graph was solicited and obtained, and that 
other courtesies took place. He conversed 
freely ou polities, but persistently dccliued to 
give any information which the rebel authorities 
had received from Gen. Sherman’s movements 
in Georgia. On Sunday morning there was 
some cheering along the rebel lines, but it. 
cause was unknown. Picket tiring on our left 
and on our extreme right, in front of Butler, 
was very animated during Sunday aud yesterday 
morning. 

Canto, Nov. 29. 

The following despatch from Brig. Ge;i. A. J. 
Lee fully explains the result of the recent raid 
in Mississippi, under his command, six milc3 
cast of Port Hudson, Nov. 21 1nu4: 

Hrig.-Gen. Jiurtvn: 

I am eu route here, and shqll arrive to-night. 
I have captured two hundred prisoners, inelud 
ing tw enty-five commissioned officers. Wc had 
a strong fight at Liberty, Mi.-s., in which we 
whipped tiie enemy, badly. We captured one 
piece of artillery, and two pieces at Brock 
Ilav»n. One of them is a siege gun, formerly 
captured at Port Hudson. I have all of Gen. 
Hodge’s staff, from six hundred to eight hun- 
dred head of horses and mules, rode by negroes, 
aud destrove d immense 6tores on the railroad.

Tiie World’s Armv of the Potomac corres- 
pondent, spooking of the capture of Roger A. 
Pryor, savs: Pryor appeal’s very sanguine of 
the ultimate success of the rebellion, and ridi- 
cules the idea of our putting faith in the state- 
mints of deserters and refugees. 

He does appear to be much cast down by his 
piescnt misadventure hut regards the means 
nsed to secure his capture las not strictly in ac- 
cordance with the code of honor, and as he has 
used his influence to secure the release of Bur- 
bridge and prevent the recurrence of such cap- 
tures hv the rebels. He was chauged but little 
in appearance since I last saw him in Washing- 
ton. 

He contends that the election of Lincoln is 
just what the South wished; and, although ap- 
prehensive that it may prolong the war another 
four rears, declares that it has united their peo- 
ple and rendered the probabilities of their ulti- 
mate success much greater. He would give no 
information about Sherman or the operations 
in tlic Shenandoah Valley, and was indisposed 
to converse upon any subject connected with 
armv movements. 

Tiie Times’ Washington special says Hood s 
movements in Tennessee seem to reveal the in- 
tention of making his way in East Tennessee. 

I he liDC ou which he is moving would indicate 
an attempt to turn Nashville on the east side, 
and make his wav to form a junction with Breck- 
inridge. It is believed he will then essay the 
capture of Knoxville, which will givq him rail- 



road communication via East Tennessee and the 
valley with Lynchburg and Richmond. 

The luccessful issue of Sherman’s move will 
sever communication between the two rebel 
armies, Hood’s present campaign seems 04 be 
directed toward securing *tieh communication 
by the line mentioned. 

Hood's army in tiiis case would be in a posi- 
tion to join Lce V. should this move become ad- 
visable.

The subscription to the 7-»o loan for tiie past 
week amounted to three aud a half millions of 
dollars.

October -1th. the weather at Calcutta was marked 
by a succession of squalls and heavy rain from 
the north-northeast, and it maintained the same 
character till about half-part ten op Wednesday 
morning, gradually increasing in violence The 
wind then veered to the east, and began to blow 
more steadily and with increasing furv The 
weaker trees were uprooted or broken short 
but tor the first hour or so no greater damage 
was done. Between 11 and 12 o’clock a noise 
j l i e that of distant thunder gave warning as it 
gradually increased, that something worse was 
coming. In about two minutes from this time 
, tbe <rue cyclone was npon the town. Wherever 
lbero were trees they were cither uprooted 
•’ nd fell, carrying with iltcm, in many case* 
wall*, railings, and buildings, or their branches 
were snapped off like reeds and hurled awav 
With the wind. Carriages and pnikees were 
; upset, and strewed the roads, mingled with the 
Jtlris of roofs, verandas, gate*, and fallen 
trees: corrugated iron roofings were torn 
doubled np, and blown away like sheets of 
paper. By two o’clock the eastern and southern 
suburbs of the city, and those parts of it to the 
westward, which, from their proximitv to the 
maic'a'i and the river were the most exposed 
were more or less a wreck. Excepting cocoa- 
nut and other palms, scarcely a tree was any- 
where to lie found standing. The beautiful 
avenues in Fort William wercentirelv destroyed; 
the Eden gardens turned into a wilderness." In 
Tank Square the trees and shrubs were blown 
away, and in many parts the iron railin-s torn 
np and overthrown. In Garden Reach the roads 
were blocked up and rendered impassable from 
the trees that fell across them. The splendid 
avenue of usoth trees in the compound of tlic 
school opposite St. James’ Church, some of 
which must have been four or five feet in cir- 
bnmference, was entirely destroyed, the trees 
being being snapped off "above the level of the 
wall which protected them, but which is uow 
no longer standing. 

Tbe scene presented liv the shipping (savs the 
Calcutta Englishman of the lOtli) is indescriba- 
ble. There must be at least one hundred ships 
ashore, all huddled together In tangled masses 
in inextricable confusion. Yards and masts are 
hanging about iu every conceivable form of 
wreck, and the scene is one of tite utmost deso- 
lation and ruin. The loss of boats of every 
description is also enormous; probably nine out 
of ten were capsized and sunk by the storm- 
wave which followed the change of the wiud 
from east to south, and ntam- of the re- 
mainder have been east tip on shore. The ut- 
most difficulty is, from this cause, experienced 
in communicating with tbe shipping. 

The Lady Franklin, one of the wrecked ves- 
sels, is supposed to have foundered with all her 
crew on board, and tiie Govindporc, off the 
Bankshall, also went down. There were nine 
men on board the latter vessel, including the 
Captain, and. were it not for the singular gal- 
lantry and courage displayed bv a seaman 
named Edward Cleary, thev probably might 
have all met a w atery grave. " Mr. J. B." Roberts 
was at the ghat, with some of the police, en- 
deavoring to pass on a rope to the ship, which 
was near tlic middle of the stream, but could 
not get a single man among tbe large number 
that were there to venture out into tbe river, 
though he offered a reward of one hundred ru- 
pees to any one who would do so. To swim 
Out to the ship in such a gale w as next to hope- 
less. Despite the danger. Cleary, who had just 
then come up, and without even knowing nor- 
thing about a reward leaving been offered, vol- 
unteered to swim over to the ship with the cable. 
He tied the rope round liis waist, dashed into 
tbe water, like a true Briton, and succeeded in 
reaching the ship and fastening one of tiie ends 
to her bow, and returned, amid tremendous 
cheering, ashore. The nine men safely cam* 
ashore by means of the rope, the Captain being 
the last man who left Iter. Clearv lias bad his 
hundred rupees, and will, no doubt, get many 
more for bis exemplary conduct. 

It is worthy of remark that, though the cy- 
clone took six hours to travel from Kedgeree to 
Calcutta, its arrival at Calcutta and Burdwan 
was, as far as can be judged from the informa- 
tion received, simultaneous or nearlv so. It is 
evident from litis thot a line from Kedgeree to 
Calcutta w as coincident, or nearly coincident 
with the line of progress of tite storm, while a 
line between Calcutta and Burdwan was at. right 
angles, or nearly at right angles, to it, and tho 
cyclone w-as travelling in a northeasterly direc- 
tion. This is conlit nmd liy tlic account received 
from Kooshtia. From the direction ol the wind 
at Sooree, it appears that that place must havu 
been traversed by the extreme northwest edge 
of the cyclone. 

Another Calcutta paper says: Among the se- 
verest losses occasioned by tiie gale on shore is 
the total destruction of the Botanical Gardens. 
All the valuable collection of plants and trees, 
gathered from the fonr cornets of the earth, 
and preserved with so much eare and attention; 
all tlic fruit trees and rare specie? »o lately pre- 
pared for distribution, are ruthlessly destroyed. 

I bi- is a loss to every station iu India, to every 
botanist, to every lover of nature — a loss that a 
long course of years can alone repair. The fa- 
mous garden of Mr. Stalkartt, one of our most 
successful horticulturists, with all the triumphs 
it contained, is among the things of the past, to 
be regretted, but not to be restored. Whilst 
liluwing from the cast, and, therefore, across 
tbe stream, tbe waves were kept down by tha 
wind, and the commotion of the water was not 
great; but when the wiud set due south it* vio- 
lence was greatly aggravated by the billowy 
state into which the river was lashed, to which 
tbe destruction of much of tbe smaller craft, 
and, Indeed, of human life, was owing. 

A cargo boat at Calcutta went down not 
thirty yards from shore, aud out of it emerged 
live beads; all were swimmers, hut the smother- 
ing effect of the spray was so great that only 
three succeeded iu reaching the shore. The 
ship Lady Franklin presented a most pitiable 
ana heart-rending sight. Tbe cyclone was at 
its height at the time, and site was fast going 
down. Tbe men on board had no chance of 
escape, even to such of them as were aide to 
swim, as tbe state of the river was frightful. 
They took off their shirt* and held litem upas 
signals of danger, but there was not a sou! on 
shore who had tbe slightest means oi affording 
them any assistance, and the vessel soon after 
went down, not even her masts being visible 
above water. Equally distressing scenes were 
lobe witnessed on boatd other ships, and 
wliat rendered tbe ease doubly worse was the 
helplersnes9 of those on shore to do anything 
towards relieving them from the danger Which 
threatened destruction every moment.

The c’orks 
of manv bureaus, agencies, and details should 
be examined into, and we would have a large 
armv cl officer-holders. This has been spoken 
of aiid written about so often that it is too com- 
mon to place in print. Yet I hold that while 
these offices arc continued with suelt incum- 
bents it must be expected that the public will 
speak and write. County conscript officers now 
have deputies or assistants in some counties 
which was not the case formerly. Every man 
desires the foe to be repulsed from our soil, vie- 
torv to onr armies, our recognition, and a per- 
fect independence and a speedy peace. Yet we 
find those men w ho have the most to fight for 
are out of t he service. K. B.” 

It will lie remembered that several slaves on 
the Arlington estate, who were left free by the 
will of Mr. Custis, but kept in slavery by Gen. 
R. E. Lee, ran away, were recaptured, whipped 
severely by the General, and afterwards taken 
to Richmond. These have been released by 
General Lee’s son, and have returned to Arling- 
ton. free. The young woman who vras so badly 
treated by Leo, and w hose case was ilte subject 
of some "controversv In the papers about "tiie 
time of the rebellion, ia among them, and i* 
living near her aged and worthy pareuts.

6jTA Nashville correspondent of the New 
York Times, Mr. Benjamin C. Truman, says it 
is believed in official circles in Tennessee that 
General Gillem has been the Yictim of jealousy 
on the part of other general officers at Knox- 
ville. According to information received by 
General Thomas and Governor Johnson, it ap- 
pears that Gillem, after ascertaining beyond a 
doubt that he was being pressed by three bri- 
gades, commenced falling back with his little 
command of three regiments, and at the same 
time called upon two Brigadiers at Knoxville 
not only for reinforcements, but food, for his 
brave men, who had been for three days without 
rations of any kind, except fresh meat. He kept 
falling back in goed order, all the while crying 
for help, but no assistance came to him until his 
routed army arrived at Strawberry Plains. 
Here he was met by three hundred men 
of ’ the 9th Michigan cavalry, who 
had left Knoxville on the morning of 
the 11th ult., six days after they had been 
called for. Mr. Truman says he has seen let- 
ters addressed to Gov. Johnson and Gen. Milli- 
gan, and, according to all accounts, Gen. Gil- 
lem's deportment during the dreadful confusion 
of his troops was grand in the extreme, and it 
is asserted that the disaster^ might have been 
averted, but for the absence of harmony among 
the officers about Knoxville. Col. Brownlow 
writes that Gen. Gillem, regardless of danger, 
acted as few general officers could act under 
the circumstances, aud his gallant endeavors to 
stay the rout, he says, were unexampled. On 
the 17th Generals Ammen, Tillson, and Gillem 
seem to have acted in concert, and drove the 
rebels from Strawberry Plains. This letter to 
the New York Times is written under Mr. Tru- 
man’s proper signature, and as he names the of- 
ficial sources from whence he derived his in- 
formation, there is an urgent necessity for a 
very thorough investigation of the facts. 

General Gillem, after his victory over the 
rebel General Vaughn, about the 1st of No- 
vember, made his headquarters at Limestone, 
nearly one hundred miles east from Knoxville, 
and here the 9th Michigan and 12th Ohio cav- 
alry regiments were detached from his com- 
mand and ordered to the rear. The rebels were 
soon heavily reinforced by Breckinridge’s orders, 
so that Gillem took the precautionary step of 
falling back toward Bull’s Gap, the enemy’s 
advance skirmishing all tire way. On the 11th 
ult. an immense force assaulted the works at the 
Gap to take them by storm, but was repulsed. 
The next day efforts were made to get on Gil- 
lcm's flanks end to cut him off from his base; 
he therefore, in view of the great disparity of 
numbers, gave orders to retreat as rapidly as 
safety and discipline would permit, expecting 
all the time to meet reinforcements from 
Knoxville, whioh he had sent for on the 10th. 
On the night of the 13th his force, consist- 
ing ofless than twenty-four hundred men of the 
8th, t'th, and 13th Tennessee cavalry, aud Lieu- 
tenant Patterson’s battery of six Parrott guns, 
encamped at Panther’s Creek, near Morristown, 
forty-two miles from Knoxville, awaitlug the 
expected relief. During the night he had placed 
the 8th Tennessee, Colonel Patton, to watch 
the enemy’s pickets, which he felt were being 
urged forward, and had ordered his artillery 
and trains to be ready at any moment for re- 
treat or action. At midnight, with a crash, 
both his flanks were attacked, and his centre 
was pressed and broken. Duke’s rebel brigade 
was In front, ntnt fired » volley into the 8th Ten- 
nessee, nearly all the horses of which were 
new, producing a wild panic. At the same time 
Vaughn’s rebels desperately assaulted the flanks, 
and for more than an hour Colonels Myer- 
ton and Miller, with the 9th and 13th Ten- 
nessee, fought valiantly, until they were com 
plctely surrounded, and the artillery captured 
The 8th Tennessee having broken, the men 
panic-stricken, and the horses entirely unman- 
ageable, dashed into the rani., of the 13th, aud 
involved it in the common confusion, which 
was soon communicated to the 9th; the conta- 
gious influences were disseminated among the 
whole command, and it was not in the 
power of General Gillem and his aids to 
check the terrible stampede. The flight con- 
tinued until the confused mass of soldiers, 
teams, cattle, aud teamsters reached Straw- 
berry Plains in the morning, broken down 
and Completely demoralized, while the rebels 
were compelled from sheer exhaustion to aban- 
don the pursuit at New Market. Now the facts 
are that while Gillem was conducting his pru- 
dential retreat, he sent to Knoxville on the loth 
imploring relief, and on the morning of the 1 1th 
he was driven back to Strawberry Plains, only 
sixteen miles from Knoxville, where he met a 
few hundred men sent to his aid. Why the 9th 
Michigan and 12th Ohio cavalry regiments were 
not returned to him is the important considera- 
tion; Nearly every thing was captured by the 
enemy, trains, baggage, artillery, small arms t 
several hundred head of cattle, and all the elec- 
tion returns from the extreme eastern counties. 
But this was not the worst of the disaster; the 
sturdy Union population of Grainger, Jeffer- 
gou, Hancock, Hawkins, Green, and other 
contiguous counties are again at the mercy of 
tfic relentless rebels, who are breathing revenge 
against all who are loyal to the old flag. There 
has been a terrible fault somewhere. Gillem 
should have been reinforced long before the 
rebels attacked him at Panther Creek, but his 
three regiments could not, of course, staud 
against the unequal odds of three opposing 
brigades. We hope there will be neither fear, 
favor, nor affection to prevent a full sifting out 
of the responsibility for this crushing disaster. 

igp-The monster Peace Address which was 
signed by the sympathizers with our rebels in 
Great Britain, seems likely to become a “Flying 
Dutchman.” After these advocates of “peace 
in the interests of humanity” had loaned large 
sums of money to the rebels, speculated in the 
Confederate cotton loan, fitted out piratical 
ships to prey upon our commerce, and outraged 
neutrality in every conceivable form, they pre- 
pared the address to the people of the United 
States and transmitted it to Gov. noratio Sey- 
mour, of New York, who declined to receive it 
officially. It then wandered over to Washing- 
ton City, and was consigned to Secretary of 
State Seward, but he, like an old salt, knew 
very well the danger of receiving the “Vander- 
deckcn letters,” and when asked to become the 
medium of laying it before President Lincoln, 
also declined the agency. The Address Is still 
floating about in mid-ocean, and the next ship 
to be hailed and asked to receive the precious 
missive will be Congress. The cunning Vandcr- 
decken seems unwilling to place it in its natural 
channel of delivery, which is the British Lega- 
tion in Washington City, through which all 
the wholesale diplomatic business between 
the United States and Great Britain is 
transacted. We would suggest to the amiable 
Sir Henry de Hoghton Baronet, one of the mem 
bers of the “Southern Independence Associa- 
tion,” at Lancashire, who has invested one and 
three quarter millions of dollars in the Confed- 
erate loan, and whs is the prominent getter-up 
of this Address, to commence his work at home* 
where he can control matters better than could 
possibly be expected thousands of miles away 
from under his eye. Let him begin with Laird, 
and the “oDe hundred and nincty-t wo” Liver- 
pool merchants, and all the ship-builders from 
Jolmny Groat’s to Lands End, and ask them 
not to supply any more Alabamas and Sea 
Kings and Floridas. When they have consent- 
ed to do this, then de Hoghton Baronet 
ean send us duplicate or triplicate copies 
of the Address, and we will transmit them 
to some of our peace-makers— Sherman, 
Sheridan, Grant, Thomas, Farragut, and Por- 
ter, who may at the time of their receipt be 
in the most advantageous position to deliver 
them to the rebels, for they must take the flr.it 
steps toward peace. Our Government has said, 
time aud time again, submit to the laws, lay 
down your arms, come back to your allegiance, 
and vou shall have peace. We dqn’t think the 



de Hoghton address looks at the matter in that 
light; it rather wants our Govci nmeut to ac- 
knowledge the Confederacy, arid, should that be 
effected, then a treaty between the Confederate 
States and Great Britain will provide indemnity 
for all debts due to British subjects, including 
de Hoghton ’s vl, 730,000 stock in the rebel loan, 
by the security of the Southern cotton crop. 
So we ate forced to the opinion that the ad- 
dress is not promulgated “in the interests of 
humanity,” but in the interest* of de Hoghton, 
Laird, the Anglo-rebel ship-builders, and the 
Confederate bond-holders. 

Soi.iuers’ Families and the Government. 
The letter from Col. C. L. Kilburn, published 
vesterday morning, explains in what mauner 
rations can be issued to soldiers’ families in in- 
digent circumstances. The Colonel says: 

Having no authority to order the issue of ra- 
tions to persons not entitled to them by law, I 
con only approve the application on the score 
of humanity, and the eucouragement of enlist- 
ments, for rations to be issued to the class above- 
mentioned, in December, January, and Februa- 
ry, aud forward the same to the Commissary- 
Genera) for his orders, who may not think it 
best to adopt such a precedent. 

The Colonel is prompted to act in the matter 
on the score of humanity. He will use his offi- 
cial influence to have the Commissary-Gencrat, 
whose headquarters arc at Washington, to issue 
the necessary order when such influences are 
brought to bear. Wc do not believe that the 
Govci nment will refuse to sanction tire policy 
which Colonel Kilburn desires to pursue. It is 
one of the first principles of onr free institu- 
tions to stretch forth the hand of relief to the 
down-trodden poor. It is the duty of a Chris- 
tian Government to lend its intlncnce to assist 
the indigent in the dark hour of distress, and 
raise them abovethccold pineliingof gaunt pov- 
erty and want. And when those who are bowed 
down with sorrow and in penury are rendered 
so by the stern ravages of war, and deprived of 
their natural support because patriots sleep in 
soldiers' graves, or still battle in defence ol the 
cause of liberty, it becomes the solemn duty of 
the Government to see that they do not hunger 
nor suffer when the bleak winds of winter blow 
so chill. The husbands and fathers went 
forth to the field of war when armed 
traitors struck at the vitals of our institu- 
tions; they rushed to the rescue when the 
old flag was lowered beneath a bastard em- 
blem; they struggled manfully, bathed the 
folds with their blood, and sleep in rude, un- 
known graves, or still gloriously battle for the 
Union. Because the husband and the’ father 
was a patriot, let not the wife, the widow, and 
the orphan suffer. Heed the wailing cry of 
distress, and it will show to the world that our 
generosity as a Government is not an empty 
boast, and that our sympathy for the friendless 
poor is something more than an idle expression 
or a meaningless pretension. 

Col. Kilburu will recommend that rations be 
issued to soldiers’ families because he believes 
it w ill be for the encouragement of enlistments. 
The Colonel takes the right view of the case. 
When the mass of the people understand that 
provisions are made for the comfort of the poor 
soldier's suffering family, the brave men and 
hardy sons of our land will be less loth to 
shoulder their muskets and peril their lives for the 
cause of the Union. They will not let the love 
of heme outweigh their love of patriotism, and 
witlia proud heroism they will break the ties, and 
goto the battle-field, cheered with the thought, 
that if they should fall, a generous Government 
w ill not let their wives and children suffer in 
poverty. Colonel Kilburn, by his aelion iu the 
case, has proved himself to be a kind and hu- 
mane officer, and the friend of the common sol- 
dier. Let the Government exhibit the same 
generous spirit, and songs of praise and thanks 
will swell from many hearts now bowed iu al- 
most hopeless sorrow. 



TtRr.ir.LE RelelBarraiutt A letter to a New 

York paper details a terrible tragedy which oc- 
curred in Northern Georgia, at a small place 
called Elijah, sixty miles northeast of Dalton. 
A short time after the occupation of that section 
by our forces last spring, one hundred and 
twenty -five men, deserters from the rebel army 
and others, formed themselves into a company, 
to lie known as the Walker-county Home 
Guards, and selected a. brave fellow named 
Ashworth as their leader. Upon many occa- 
sions have these hardy men done the cause some 
service. Three hundred rebels, under Tom Polk 
Edwards, on the 17th ultimo, came across Ash- 
worth’s party and took them all prisoners, in- 
cluding Colonel Ashworth himself. A man 
named Markham, who was an eye-witness of 
subsequent events, says that the prisoners, after 
the ir surrender, were marched into a patch of 
woods hard by, when jnst one hundred out of 
the hundred a if cl twenty-five were selected, de- 
clared to be deserters from the Confederate 
arm.v, and sentenced, part of them to be shot, 
and part of them to be hung. Preparations 
were immediately made to carry the order into 
execution, and, two hours later, the hundred 
poor fellows were launched into eternity, nine- 
teen of whom were hung. The twenty-five 
that escaped death were released, after being 
compelled to witness the execution of their 
companions, upon the promise that they would 
join the rebel army. Colonel Ashworth was 
taken away. As he was once a rebel soldier, 
there is no telling what unheard-of cruelties are 
in store for him. This Tom Polk Edwards is a 
citizen of Tennessee, and is respectably con- 
nected. General Steadman willinakc an attempt 
to have this gang of murderers captured. If 
be is successful, there will be no more bloody 
work. 

CiT A correspondent of the New York Post 
writing from Romesays Rogers's model of “The 
Sentinel," for the Cincinnati soldiers’ monu- 
ment, has been sent to the founders at Munich. 
It is a noble work, full of wanly character and 
force. The Sentinel stdhds at port arms, chal. 
ler.gir.g, as if he would 6ay, “Who goes there? 
What foot comes to disturb our patriot dead in 
their repose?" The statue is in the United 
States uniform, with regulation overcoat, and 
is a most successful example of sculpturesque 
treatment of modern costume. The experi- 
enced foreman at Munich writes to Mr. Rogers 
a letter, from which this is an extract: 

You have studied well the American soldier, 
for, by the mien and resolute port, one at ouce 
recognizes the persevering American, who alone 
of all nations tights as they are now doing iu 
your country. 

The same writer speaks of the discovery of 
the bronze Hercules, which the unanimous opin- 
ion of artists and critics put among the finest 
bronzes ever found. It is superbly gilt and al- 
most perfect. The only parts lacking are one 
finger aud a foot. It has given rise to much 
discussion as to what it was, ideal or portrait, 
but is undoubtedly purely ideal, representing 
the young Hercules bolding the apples of Iles- 
pei ides, though the apples are lacking, and is 
believed by the antiquaries to be the statue 
mentioned by Cicero as standing in the circus 
of Pompey, aud the work of Miron the Second. 
It was most carefully buried, covered with flat 
stones and pieces of marble, at the depth of 
thirty feet below the present surface. 

— W e mention the fact that ’.Vinter 
has commenced, but the old fellow who some- 
times lingersin the lap of spring, has now taken 
a jump over the three hyemal months and 
buried himself in lier lap, bosom-radiance, and 
warmth.

S-JT White’s guerillas continue their opera- 
tions on the Upper Potomac, frequently making 
midnight incursions into Maryland. The head- 
quarters of the gang, numbering about four 
hundred, are at Bloomfield, iu the Blue Ridge, 
between Ashby’s and Snicker’s gaps, from which 
point they sally out in small squads, chiefly for 
horses, cattle aud other valuable plunder. 

TiiEomiLcs Steele. — We understand that 
Major Tbcopbilus Steele, C. 8. A., will be tried 
before a military commission, charged with a 
capital offence — that of violating the rcgula- 
tions of war by establishing a recruiting camp 
for the Confederate service within the Federal 
lines. 

gifT Millcn, a Georgia town, which the rebel 
papers say 8herman has taken, is at the junc- 
tion of the Augusta and Waynesboro Railroad 
with the Great Central. It has been a depot for 
Federal prisoners, and about two-thirds of all 
these were liberated ; the rest had been removed 
to other points of greater security.

Ifsj The world pars respect to the memory of 
the illustrious dead. The objects that were dear 
to them In life, and the homes in which they 
moved, and were modelled after their ideas of 
the I fill and for their love, become to the 
living, sacred, arc guarded with jealousy and 
clothed with a reverential charm. To the 
American people, Mount Vernon, the home of 
Washington, will ever be dear. As we pay 
homage to the memory of the noble chieftain, 
so we honor his borne, and regard it as even too 
sacred for the thought of sacrilegious wrong. 
In the commencement of the rebellion, that 
ablest of Generals, the venerable Winfield Scott, 
issued an order that Mount Vernon should re- 
ceive the protection of the Federal armies, and 
that no officer, or soldier, under. any pretext, 
should desecrate the soil by a single act of 
despoliation. It was a noble order, and showed 
how deeply the memory of Washington was 
reverenced by the veteran, war-worn Gen- 
eral. Nearly four years have elapsed since 
then, and Mount Vernon has stood a 
bright, peaceful spot, around which the 
turbulent waves of a sea of fierce warfare have 
rolled. Its vicinity has been in possession of 
both Federal and Confederate armies, and, 
whether the gray-clad or the bine-uniformed 
soldier wandered through the grand old shades, 
the memory of the illustrious dead was always 
sufficient to insure to it protection. The visitor, 
while musing in solitude in the home of Wash- 
ington, lias often been startled by the distant 
murmurs borne to his car of the fierce clash of 
arms and the angry roar of battle, yet the shock 
passed, and Mount Vernon remained as peace- 
ful and as free from despoliation as before. 
The Tery thought of Washington awes the 
mind and calls for respect and homage to all 
things sacred to his memory. This respect for 
the memory of America’s illustrious dead should 
inspire us on all occasions. By their genius and 
teachings the destiny of a nation has been 
shaped, and to them we owe our greatness as a 
free and prosperous people. Their sayings 
har e become household words. - ad their homes, 
in which they lived, moved, and passed the 
happiest moments of life, should be held 
sacred so long as a thought of them remains. 
The military and civil authorities should co-op- 
erate in furnishing protection to such homes, 
jir.d-cvery exertion should be made to preserve 
them from the ravages of war. It is deeply 
painful to see a spot of this kind given up to 
despoliation. We would much rather behold it 
falling into natural deoay, for then, at least, the 
grandeur ot the ruins would remain, and we 
could moralize: 

Thou art man’s monitor, thou ruin hoary. 

To tell how like a shadow is his glory. 

Several days ago we spent a few brief hours in 
the beautiful city of Lexington, and paid n visit 
to that classic spot, dear to Kentuckians, and 
saCred to the people of America— Ashland, the 
home of the sage, the orator, the statesman 
Henry Clay. As we gazed upon the broad, rich 
lands, a reverential feeliug stole over us, and 
the mind was busy with thoughts of the past. 
This, theD, was the home of Henry Clay, 
whose eloquence fired a great people, and 
swayed the destiuies of a natioD. Here was the 
retreat where he had spent the more quiet 
scenes of his life, and gathered around 
him objects and forms of love. The 
drive leading up to the house wound through 
stately evergreens, which half sheltered the 
. mansion from view. The old house has disap- 
peared, and on its ruins has been erected a 
stylish edifice of modern structure. It is im- 
posing, but robs the premises of the seclusion 
and quiet beauty that should belong to them. 
With a half-formed regret that the old house 
had not been held more sacred, wc passed on, 
and soon were lost in the beauties of the broad 
woodlawns. The branches of the stately trees 
were bare, and the brown leaves rustled beneath 
our feet, as mournfully sighed the Autumn 
breeze. The woods were, full of sadness, al- 
though the sun shone brightly, and the plumage 
•f birds was made brilliant in the fulness of the 
rays. The spirit of Henry Clay seemed to dwell 
w ith the grand old shades, and weep for the 
desolation of this fair country. Slowly we wan- 
dered, and as we looked around we rejoiced that 
the memory of the sage was sufficient to 
preserve Ashland from the most violent 
ravages of the rude hand of war. But 
scarcely had the thought escaped us, when we 
cleared a slight knoll, and on the gentle decline 
by the roadside saw where the land had been 
defaced. Slender young trees that were grow- 
ing in loveliness and pride had been rudely felled 
to the ground, and the uneven stumps and de- 
caying branches robbed the scene of its bounty. 
Surely, thought wc, the hand of the despoiler 
has been at work. Our young companion, a 
bl ight boy of some fifteen summers, who had 
been reared among the scenes, and was familiar 
w ith the history of Ashland, having heard its 
story from aged lips— men who knew the coun- 
try w lien it was a tangled wildwood— and who 
bad been taught to reverence the memory of 
Clay, observed the look of astonishment, and 
said: “It is a shame; the trees were cut down 
last year." A feeling of indignation swelled the 
breast as wc thought how the memory of the 
sage and statesman had been insulted. “Yes,” 
continued Frank, “it is a shame. They were 
I cauliful \ oung trees, tall and straight as arrows. 
Government cut them down and used them for 
telegraph poles." Wc thought with Frank that it 
was indeed a shame thus to despoil the beauty of 
Ashland. The military authorities could cer- 
tainly have found timber to answer their pur- 
poses without felling a single tree upon the old 
home of Henry Clay. ’Tis true the ravages 
thus far have been light, but a principle has 
been inaugurated which, if not promptly 
checked, will rob the homestead of its beauty. 
Let us be more true to the memory of the dead. 
Let the ruthless hand be stayed, and, as the 
shades of Mt. Yeruon arc guarded so jealously, 
and are free from the rude hand of sacrilegious 
wrong, so let the woodlawns of Ashland be pre- 
served from the acts of despoliation. As the 
name of Washington is deeply venerated by the 
American people, so is the memory of Henry 
Clay. As Mt. Vernon is dear to those who re- 
vere the spirit that dwells among its quiet shades, 
so should Ashland be as sacred as the memory 
of the brilliant statesman who claimed it as his 
home in life.

JTni: Situation— Thomas and Hood.— The 
. ith ot Nashville is growing more 
important and deeply interesting every day. 
Hood has aroused himself from his lethargy, 
and is steadily advancing his troops upon Gen. 
Thomas’s position. Both armies are active, 
and skilful manoeuvres arc being rapidly exe- 
cuted. Thomas, it appears, is in no great haste 
to offer battle. For the past week he has stu- 
diously avoided a general engagement, aud has 
been content to retire slowly before the threat- 
ening advance of Hood. Abandoning Pulaski, 
he concentrated his army upon the banks of 
Duck river, leaving Hood in peaceable posses- 
sion of the Tennessee. The rebel General has 
Tiis eyes upon Nashville, and he is moving his 
^olurnns in hopes of driving Thomas beyond 
the Cumberland. 

It is reported that our army has retired from 
Columbia, and has taken position at Franklin. 
The rebels meet us with a hostile front and 
threaten our flanks. The movements of Thomas 
are marked with the prudence so characteristic 
of the man, and to which he owes his fame and 
success as a General. He has not beeu driven 
from his several positions, but has and is slowly 
retiring at his leisure, flattering Hood by creat- 
ing an impression of weakness. A battle can- 
not much longer be delayed. The occasional 
faint boom of the distant cannon can already be 
heard in the streets of Nashville, aud the retreat 
is at an end. Gen. Thomas is strong enough 
for battle, and he will fight to good pur- 
pose. ne will hurl his veteran divisions 
upon the half-clad and half-starved warriors of 
Hood, aud strike dismay into the ranks. With, 
in the last forty-eight hours, our forces have 
been strongly reinforced, and the troops are 
eager for the fray. The rebel cavalry are try- 
ing to make their way to the Cumberland river, 
but even if they do reach the banks, they will 
be unable to cross. Between Nashville and 
Fort Donclson the stream is alive with 
gunboats, and their guna frown a 
protection to every ford and ferry. No doubt 
Hood expects the mounted column to effect a 
crossing and make a demonstration on the 
Nashville Railroad, but, if the gunboats keep on 
the alert, the rebels will fail in the undertaking.

A Rebel Raid on Shinnston.— The Wheel- 
ing Intelligencer learns from a gentleman who 
resides in Shinnston, Harrison county, Virginia, 
that a rebel raid was made upon that place on 
Friday night last about nine o’clock. The reb- 
els, twelve In number, left their horses about a 
mile out of town and came into the village on 
foot. They were suspected by a man who met 
them as they came into town and who gave the 
alarm. The rebels fired several shots in the 
direction of the men, and then proceeded to the 
store of Mr. E. Foreman. There were several 
persons in the store at the time, but the reb- 
els drew their pistols and told the occupants to 
sit perfectly still and not open their mouths. 
They then commenced to help themselves to the 
most valuable goods in the store — about five 
hundred dollars’ worth— after which they left 
and went to the place where their horses were 
hitched and rode off rapidly up Mud Lick creek 
in the direction of Webster. 

While the rebels were in the store of Mr. 
Foreman, Mr. Fleming, ex-member of the Leg- 
islature happened to step in, when he was re- 
quested to take a seat and keep quiet. As he 
seemed inclined to hesitate, one of the thieves 
presented a persuader to his breast in the shape 
of a pistol and he was induced to comply. 

The scoundrels were lead by a man named 
AndersoD, who formerly resided in Shinnston, 
but who lias been in the rebel army for three 
years or more.

Nashvili.b, Nov. 30. 

The train arrived here last night from Chatta- 
nooga with a few wounded men and several 
rebel prisoners, among the latter Brig. Gen. 
Young, of Cheatham’s command. There are 
no breaks on the Chattanooga road, though par- 
lies of rebel cavalrv are prowling near the line 
Five hundred crossed the track near Lavergne 
last night fifteen miles south of Nashville. 

The garrison at Shelbvville was attacked bv 
a body of rebel cavalry on Mondav, but after 
some severe skirmishing the rebels retreated. 

Skirmishing al the front is of daily occur- 
rence. 

There is no change in Hood’s position. In 
every skirmish so far the Federals appear to 
have had the advantage. 

Our forces have evacuatedfShclbyville, and it 
is now in the hands of the rebels. 

Opinions are rife as to Hood’s intentions. 
Ample preparations have been made and are 
making to deicud Nashville should he attempt 
its capture. 

New York, Nov. 30. 

Tire mahogany lumber-yard of Ogden & Co., 
which was nearly dcstrored Iff- tire early to-dav 
occupied one-third of the block on Washington 
street, between Hubert and Beach, and extend- 
ed through to West street, occupying the whole 
block on Hubert street, between Washington 
and West street. Tire ' aid was filled with an 
immense stock of mahogany and movable 
lumber, valued at one hundred and fifty thou- 
sand dollars. The tire was first discovered in the 
centre of the yard by Sergeant Farrei, who at 
once gave the alarm. TI16 origin of the fire is 
still a mystery, although, from an investigation 
made, there is no doubt that it was incendiary, 
and but another act in the diabolical plot to lay 
the city in ashes. There are no lights used in 
the yard, which is strictly watched and guar ded. 
It is supposed that some combustible material 
was thrown by the incendiary into the midst of 
the lumber. Iq the vicinity of the vard, within 
a half block, is an immense Government ware- 
house, one of the largest in tlie citv. No access 
could he gained to it, there being an armed 
guard constantly on duty. Bv setting tire to 
the lumber-: ard, the whole block, including the 
warehouse, was endangered, and it was ap- 
proaching a miracle that anv portion was sav ed. 
Str< uuous efforts are being made to discover the 
incendiary, but no clue has been obtained that 
may lead to identification. 

The steamer Fort Morgan, from the blockad- 
ing squadron, arrived this evening. 

Only feur hundred Southerners have as yet 
registered their names with General IJix. 

1 he British steamer Saleut left for Vera Cruz 
yesterday. Among her passengers is Baron 
>\ ctteistadt, Minister from Sweden at Washing- 
ton. who goes to Mexico to officially recognize 
the Empire. 

The new British Consul for Cuba, Mr. Bunde, 
irrived yesterday. 

Rumor says that seven thousand Dominicans 
were captured »t St, Domingo City, alter over- 
powering the garrison. 

The Commercial's Washington special says: 
Pr> or’s report of the capture of Macon is not 
credited, as Sherman had eut communication 
with that place, and the rebels at Richmond 
could have no information of the matter. Sher- 
man probably avoided Macon aud Augusta, and 
is thought to be marching to the seacoast. 
The rebels arc doing all tl.ev can to impede 
tils progress. 

The Post’s Washington special says: Rich- 
mond papers ol Monday arc silent respecting 
Sherman s movements, but they -how the rebels 
to he in great t epidation. There is every rea- 
son to believe that Sherman is making hi's wav 
triumphantly to the seacoast. 

New York, Nov. 30. 

Tire Herald's army of the Potomac corre- 
s; undent says: More 11 rile than usual was in- 
dulged in on tlie 27th. In the evening the 
n bels fired lrem tire advanced point of their 
new line, just beyond the famous Bermuda 
Hundred. Two of our gunboats replied, aud 
the affair concluded. On the S6r.li firing was 
quite brisk; musketry participated, but no bat- 
tle ensued. 

The rebel deserters report that Gen. Ewell's 
corp* has gone Souih. Throughout all the 27th 
the rebels firing ou Dutch Gap was uncom- 
monly heavy and persistent. No damage was 
done. 

General Butler has issued an order that Major 
V bite, of the 81st New York, cannot have the 
place of sutler in his army. He says that field 
officers leaving the service voluntarily cannot 
take the place of blacks here. If they have no 
nr re respect for the service they have left, they 
w ill find the officers here have. ’ White was sent 
out of the department. 

Although in some instances the turkeys did 
not reach the soldiers in time for dinner on 
Thursday, they did the next day, anil the sol- 
diers ate them with as much relish and thankful- 
ness. 

Roger A. Pryor arrived here this morning, and 
was taken to Fort Lafayette. He contradicts 
the report that he had said Macon and Milledge- 
vllle had been captured, and that Augusta had 
probably fallen. He says Sherman is the ablest 
officer iii our army, and’ that the South has more 
to ltar from his movements than those in prog- 
ress elsewhere. As tt> the Southern refugees 
in this city he said they had acted disgracefully. 

A remonstrance lias been received by the 
Chamber of Commerce from the merchants of 
Pallia against paying $500,000 reward for 
the capture of the Florida. 

Among tlie significant articles in the rebel 
newspapers is one In the Whig of the 20th inst., 
urging the little real importance to the Confed- 
eracy of Richmond. This is evidently put forth 
to check the shock that its fall will produce. 

Wood is $lu0 per cord in Richmond, aud 
many families are without fuel. 

By the steamer Fort Morgan we have late ad- 
vices from the Gulf. Five of our gunboats lie 
in Mobile Bay ouly three miles from the citv. 
The rebels have important earthworks a little 
below the city at Dog river bar. 

Lawlessness prevails at Bagdad, on tlie Mexi- 
can side of the Rio Grande. 

The expeditionary Union forces nuder Lieut. 
Col. Sterling, of the 2d Maine cavalry, lately 
captured a company of rebels and a number of 
small aims at Barren Bridge.

Tlie rebel papers in this State report the aban- 
donment of the Wilmington expedition by the 
Union forces, which appears to give them great 
relief. Governor Vance is figuring for admis- 
sion into the rebel Senate, with prospects of 
success. 

St Louis, Nov. 30. 

A despatch from Oen. Lee to Gen. Burton 
gives the following as the result of his recent 
raid into Mississippi. I captured two hundred 
prisoners, including twenty-five officers, three 
pieces artillery, all of Gen. Hodge's staff, six to 
eight hundred horses and mules, ridden by ne- 
groes, and destroyed large quantities of stores 
along tlie New* Orleans and Jackson Railroad. 
Lee had a sharp fight at Liberty, in which the 
enemy w as badly whipped. 

Toronto, C. W.. Nov. 30. 

Bill, alias Burt, Burley was before the court 
to-dav. The particular charge agaiust him was 
abandoned, and he was discharged. He was at 
once rearrested on a fresh warrant, charging 
him with being connected with the Lake Erie 
piratical affair, lie will be brought in court 
again to-morrow.

The army movements for the past few dais 
have been simply for position. The Federal 
forces have not retreated except to improve 
their location. We occupy Franklin to-day, but 
will probably select a position for battle much 
nearer Nashville. Skirmishing haa occurred, 
with little or no advantage to cither side. The 
probabilities nre that the battle wifi be fought 
w ithin tlie next fortv-cight hours. Our forces 
are in eager expectation, and the Generals are 
ho; eiul and confident. Large accessions of 
troops have reached here, who’havc been sent 
to advantageous positions, bmall detachments 
, u, cavalry are operating not far from 
Nashville, doing, however, no great damage. 
Railroad communication with Chattanooga is 
mtact, and trains arc running regular]:’. There 
is much excitement among the citizens on ac 
count of the near approach of Hood’s armv 
Major-General A. J. Smith's corps reached here 
to- night. 

Nf.:v York, Nov. 30 . 

There were no important discoveries made 
by tic police within the past dav or two in re- 
gard to tlie plot to fire the city. The authori- 
ties are making active exertions. The Mayor 
to-day issued a proclamation, offering a reward 
ol $5,000 for the detection of one or more of 
the incendiaries. The rewards now offered 
amount to $25,000. On Monday a torpedo was 
fonr.d in one of the berths of the Sound -learner 
City of New London. A fuse had beeu lighted, 
but became extinguished. It is though the tor- 
pedo was placed on board just before the 
steamer started for New York. 

On Saturday night, tbs Canada papers an- 
nounced that the officers deputied to examine 
the Canadian and American frontier, and to re- 
port on the system of defence, reported that 
Canada can be effectively defended bv a moder- 
ate force against aggression, and have devised a 
scheme for its defence, which has been approved 
by the military authorities. 

Captain Hall’s Arctic expedition has been 
heard from. On the. 27th of August, Captain 
Hall was at Rome's Welcome, bound up. The 
vessels from Hudson Bay arc all in for this rear. 
No further tidings from the expedition will be 
received till September. The Montlcello will 
winter at the Two Brothers’ Bay, north of Ches- 
terfield Inlet, aud the schooner at Marble 
Island. 

To-day, the attachment against General But- 
ler was up before Judge Condoze. It was 
moved to transfer tiie ease from the State to the 
Federal authorities, but the motion was opposed 
by Judge Picrpont, for the New Orleans plain- 
tiffs. 

The Post contains a kmg article on blockade- 
running from Nassau. It says that vessels clear 
from New York for Havana and put into Nas- 
sau under tlie plea of distress, and the goods 
are then loaded and shipped on blockade-run- 
ners. 

It is openly boastad that the rebels, through 
merchants at Nassau, can get what goods they 
desire from us. Large quantities of pork are 
now being shipped to Havana, which is becom- 
ing a depot of the blockade runners. 

A correspondent of the Tribune, from the 
blockading licet off Wilmington, sa.: s a steamer 
recently run tlie blockade in open dav, passing 
within sight of the whole fleet at anchor. 

The Times Army of the Potomac correspon- 
dent says the recent attempt by the rebels to 
destroy a portion of our line by damming the 
stream has thrown the water back through the 
bend on a portion of the rebel lines, and threat- 
ens serious damage to the military railroad, 
which extends two mites furttier on the left. 
Gen. Lee is building a railroad for the accom- 
modation of his cavalry. 

Nothing later from Sherman, no rebel papers 
having been received within the past forty-eight 
hours. The very latest rebel intelligence from 
either column of Sherman's army placed Gen. 
Slocum’s column at Greensboro, on the Georgia 
State Railroad, eighty-four miles west of Augus- 
ta, on the 20th. Geu. Howard’s column was at 
Toctabsboro, on the Tennessee Railroad, two 
hundred and forty-five miles from Savannah, on 
tlie 2*2d. 

Both columns had crossed the Oeomulgeeand 
Oconee rivers, the two principal streams oa tlie 
route of inarch, and were, at the dates men- 
tioned, fuby half way to Savannah. 

The World thinks it is not likely that Leo lias 
sent a large force to Georgia, and says the reb- 
els will have to rely on the levies called out by 
Gov. Brown, of Georgia, and Gov. Bonhams, 
of Soutli Carolina, to reinforce the troops which 
have probably reached Augusta from the garri- 
sons at Savannah, Charleston, and Wilming- 
ti in. 

Tlie Herald’s Fortress Monroe special says: 
The Florida sunk from unknown cause, but 
supposes .-lie sprung aleak in the seams being 
weakened by a blow from the Wachusett at the 
time she was captured.

— For more than a week the Marion 
county (Virginia) jail has been guarded at night, 
under the apprehension that an effort would be 
made to rescue tlie rebel fhorse thieves therein 
confined. few nights ago, says the Fairmont 
National, nio guards discovered a suspicious 
character reconnoitring in close proximity to 
tlie building. The demand to halt was re- 
sponded to by a very vigorous effort to get out 
of musket range. The guard fired, but unfor- 
tunately missed the fleeing scoundrel, and he 
and his companions, who had been in reserve, 
were soon after heard to leave town as fast : s 
horses could carry them. It will be a very un- 
healthy experiment for less than one hundred 
cutthroats to attempt a raid on Fairmont, as 
nearly every loyal man is armed and ready to 
respond at a moment’s notice. 



Accident on the Hannibal and St. Joseph 
Railroad. — The passenger express train ou 
the Hannibal and St. Joseph railroad, due a* 
St. Joseph on Thursday morning, met with an 
accident near Cameron, which resulted iu the 
wounding of some thirty of the passengers, 
some of whom received serious injuries, but it 
is not thought any one has been fatally hurt. 
The passenger cars, the rear ones in the train, 
were thrown from the track by a broken rail, 
and the ears rolled down quite a steep ernbank- 
mi nt, turning over twice in the descent. The 
two cars w ere occupied principally by ladies, 
aud most of those injured were of that sex, 
some of whom received severe aud ugly wounds 
about the bead. 



ifjrThe people of Pike county, Illinois, are 
just now interested in two peculiar aud slightly 
different subjects. One is, the founding of a 
colony in Central America; and tlie oilier is, 
hunting foxes by star-light. In furtherance of 
the first, a public meeting has been held, and 
rnouey raised to send a commissioner to make 
arrangements for the proposed emigration; 
concerning the second, the Pittsfield Democrat 
says they have not yet caught any foxes. 



Pilgrimages in India. — The Bombay Times 
inserts the follow ing statement: 

Thirty miles northeast of Shlapoor, atToolaza- 
poor, is the great temple of the goddess 
Bhowani, and twice in the rear the place is 
thronged by men aud women of every grade, 
rvlio come to pay their vows and sacrifice to the 
idol. Besides this, at every full moon, long 
trains of pilgrims may be seen flocking thither, 
and such is the faith of the people in the healing 
power of the goddess, that the sick are resort - 
ing there constantly in the vain hope of some 
relief. The temple at Pundcrpoor is still more 
renowned. Not lo speak of the myriads who 
go there at the great festivals, persons make a 
pilgrimage thither every month from a distance 
of fifty to one hundred miles, and the practice 
is kept up for many years. 

One man, who had apparently come from a 
distance, the writer saw near Barsee. making 
the journey by prostrations, measuring his 
length upon the ground. It was under tlie 
burning euh at noonday; and, hardly able to 
proceed, he seemed the very picture of despair. 
But a case still more remarkable was that of a 
man performing the journey by pulling himself 
upon the ground. We came up with him two 
miles east of Wairag, and asked him where he 
w as going, aud why he w'as thus torturing him- 
self? He at first did not seem to hear, but at 
length stopping, he lay exhausted, upon the 
ground, and answered iu a faint voice that lie 
was going to Pundcrpoor. 

After some further questions, as the writer re- 
moustiated with him upon the folly of such a 
course, he raised his bead from the ground, and, 
half reclining, said that he had come so far 
ah ead: that he could not desist now. He stated 
that bk village was near Cardrapoor, four hun- 
dred and fifty miles to the cast from there, that 
he had spent fifteen months on the way thus 
far. and that it was forty miles more, and he 
:: ished to complete the pilgrimage. He was 
accustomed to go about a mile each day. lie 
w ould then note the place where he had stopped, 
and w alking back to the nearest village, would 
remain umil the next day, receiving his food 
trom the villagers. Then he would return, and 
from the place left the preceding day, would 
begin again his toilsome pilgrimage. 

if i.e came to a river that could not be passed 
in this meaner, he would go back a distance 
equal to this space and roll OTer the ground a 
second rime. He had for clothing only a coarse 
cloth, bound tightly about his loins, and an- 
other about his bead; and thus naked, over 
roads extremely rough and stony, exposed to 
heat and cold, sometimes drenched with rain or 
covered with mud, for a year and three months 
this poor man bad been rolling himself along 
toward the shrine of Vithoba. Yet it was not a 
sense of sin or a desire for pardon that induced 
him to undertake this painful journey. But it 
was evident, upon further conversation, that he 
w as urged on by no higher motive than a sel- 
fish nride. He sought a reputation for holiness. 



The Country Reviving — The Franklin (Mis- 
souri) New s informs us that that country is be- 
ginning to recovet from the concussion of the 
late invasion. It says: 

Business in Washington is looking up. The 
steam mills and machine shops are all at work, 
and one would suppose from the appearances 
that tlie proprietors" arc making money. The 
merchants, nearly all, have tilled their shelves, 
vacated by Price’s thieves, with new goods, and 
are now selling an unusual quantity of clothing, 
dry goods, Ac. Those who were' building be- 
fore the raid are now finishing their houses, and 
making preparations to “go into winter quar- 
ters.”

Sll: i.nt ; T il or thk. Enemy. — T he Army and 
Navy Journal says Jeffeison Davis has handed 
his message to the Confederate Congress, and 
ltis Secretaries have followed with their reports. 
It once seemed very amusing to talk about a 
Confederate President, Cabinet, and “Perma- 
nent Congress,” and especially ridiculous in 
that mushroom Government to gravely discuss 
such plans as in their nature required several 
year? for development. And, indeed, the insur- 
gents themsehes at first made many awkward 
efforts at unconsciousness in demurely discuss- 
ing “this nation” and “this country,” as dis- 
tinguished from “the enemy’s subjects” and the 
“old Union.” Time lias accustomed us all, 
Nortli and South, to the new nomenclature, and 
even that most laughable of jokes, the provi- 
sion in the Southern constitution for a six years’ 
Presidential term, appears not so whimsical, 
after all. Now, flying to the other extreme, 
gome of our piople are only timorous lest the 
a-tute gentleman who governs the Confederacy 
shall acquire an actual right to reigu by suffer- 
ance, or shall establish, at least in foreign eves 
a sort of title by prescription and long usage. 

Doing faithfully their part to establish this 
last-named illusion, Mr. Davis and his Secreta- 
ries conduct their Government decently and in 
order, and construct dignified and elaborate 
messages and reports with perfact regularity. 
The present batch of literary compositions 
shows care in the decoction, and that customary 
admixture of sophistry and logic which is the 
best possible for European markets. In Europe, 
most people know just enough of affairs in this 
country to credit more easily a skilful imposture 
than the simple truth. Davis and his War Sec- 
retary try to cipher uninterrupted success out of 
the campaign. That is pardonable, perhaps. 
Yet at this moment the Coufcderacy is iu peril 
of being cut in twain; and that astonishing 
speech of Mr. Davis to the good people of Ma- 
con may yet prove the last public address he will 
have opportunity of making to a Georgian audi- 
ence. The Secretary of the Treasury is a gentle ■ 
man whose position would seem to be some- 
thing of a sinecure, so far as anxiety and re- 
sponsibility over large sums held f tr disburse- 
ment will go— though, it is true, one of the 
humors of the day lately represented that a 
Confederate treasury clerk c-qttpcd North witti 
large sums of Government fupds; so that it is 
on amusing speculation wjftch was the less 
trifling item, the loss of the Treasury or the 
gain of the thief in the peculation of a few 
reams of Government promissory notes. Presi- 
dent Davis pronounces the condition of the 
Confederate debt to be not discouraging; aud, 
in truth, its size probably does not weigh heavi- 
ly upon the authorities who have agreed to 
liquidate it. The figures, perhaps, would have 
been less gratifying had it been possible to ob- 
tain any current money on Confederate credit 
by borrowing. 

Di missing from consideration the collection 
of ingeniously dove-tailed facts and figures which 
form the budgets of the Confederate Cabinet, 
there is still, however, a cause of anxiety in the 
North over the war, which deserves attention. 
This anxiety results, lit one word, from the great 
activity lately exhibited by the enemy iu all 
quarters. After a seven-months' campaign of 
extraordinary vigor and’of lavish expenditure in 
life and treasure, the enemy is still unconquered. 
Indeed, at each of the four corners of the field 
of war, be has even threatened to assume the 
offon-ivc — under Price, Hood, Early, and Lee. 
Nevertheless, if each of these demonstrations is 
examined in detail, they will all be found to 
disclose the very weakuess they are designed to 
cover; and at every point we shall be seen so to 
outnumber the enemy, as to present two men 
against every one he has forced into the field. 

In Missouri Price had full swing during the 
month of October. lie organized his troops 
well, selected his route with care, and only at 
its termination experienced any check. Our 
forces were not well prepared for his reception; 
but when Roseerans had got his columns in 
band, Pleasanton and Curtis fell upon Price’s 
trail, defeated him wherever they overtook 
him, and at last pushed him out of the State. 
Now, in this Missouri campaign, there was 
much that was gratifying to the enemy and 
mortifying to us. Price carried off with him, 
besides all that he was obliged to disgorge and 
drop in his retreat, four or five thousand re- 
cruits aud conscripts; many wagonsful of plun- 
der, of clothing, provisions, ammunition, and 
all the usual booty attending a raid of such 
magnitude; many horses, many head of cattle 
aud sheep, mauy small arms, and oue canuou 
lie also destroyed five or 6lx millions worth o 
piopertv, and eapt u ten and paroled over a 
thousand of our men. He succeeded in draw 
ing away for a time troops that were going to 
Sherman. Finally, he showed us that we were 
unprepared for liis advent, and so secured some 
prestige of success. But, on the other hand, 
be gained no foothold in the State. His expe- 
dition was a mere raid, which ended in his be- 
ing cxrclled from the State, after a month's 
rioting therein. His losses, including those in 
the affairs at Pilot Knob, Jefferson City, B tono- 
Tille, Westport, Mine Creek, Marias Des Cyg- 
nas, Newtonia, and Fayetteville were not less 
than f.,000 men, and considerably exceeded ours. 
He left us, also, ten of bis cannon. But the 
main point of which wo speak is the obvious in- 
feriority, in numbers, which he disclosed. We 
had on his trail forces from three departments — 
Steele’s in Arkansas, Washburne’s in Tennes- 
see, and Rosecrans’s in Missouri. A part of 
Washburne's and 8tcele’s forces were in season 
to co-operate with Pleasouton aud Curtis, but 
A. J. Smith’s large iufautrv division was not 
engaged in the fighting at all. Pleasonton 
easily drove Price from the State, and a large 
part of our pursuing foreo was not needed. At 
all events, it is evident that we are much 
Btrongcr In Missouri than the e^emy, and no 
less evident that the * offensive campaign” west 
of the Mississippi is, so far as Price is concerned, 
entirely at an end. 

Next as to Hood. That General, at the fall of 
Atlanta, undertook the restorul of his fortunes 
by an aggressive campaign. The plan promised 
success. It is very easy now for critics to pro- 
nounce it a desperate and foolish attempt, hut 
to us it seems to have been bold and dangerous, 
and to have been thwarted only by the genius 
of Sherman. Tite chief error was in not ap- 
preciating the real disparity between the two 
armies in that region. Hood knew that, pitted 
against Sherman, he was personally over- 
matched, even though Beauregard rode at his 
elbow. What could he hope when our troops 
outnumbered bis own? Still it was an ingenious 
scheme, and apparently had the hearty ap- 
proval not only of Davis, Bragg, and the 
Richmond journals, but also of Beauregard, 
Hood, and of every corps commander in their 
armies. All these officers, in public speeches, 
declared Sherman could not fail to be complete- 






ly routed. In spite of tlic latter's surprising en- 
ergy and skill, be was as yet insecure in his 
scat at conquered Atlanta. That amazing line 
of communications was not thoroughly strength- 
ened. The great proportion of the recruits 
under the draft being poured into the vortex of 
Richmond, left comparatively but few men to 
be sent to Sherman to singly hold his conquests. 
Hood would burst upon these communications, 
tear up the railroad as far back as Chattanooga, 
and then strike between Chattanooga and Nash- 
ville, and so draw Sherman back to Teunessee. 
This accomplished, Atlanta would fall from the 
Lick of provisions, Georgia militia surrounding 
and beseiging it; or else it would be carried by 
a sudden assault of a picked force, rapidly 
thrown back for that purpose. Such 
might have been the plan. It partially 
succeeded. Sherman was forced nearly to Chat- 
tanooga; *bnt then, divining the whole plan, 
with rare skill he turned apparent defeat into 
victory, and made Hood's temporary success 
the path to his discomfiture. We reason upon 
the supposition of good fortune in Sherman’s 
new plan; for his previous career of unequalled 
brilliancy is apt to inspire that confidence, 
though the task is difficult before him. It will 
be seen, therefore, that here also, in the Centre 
Zone, the enemy’s bold effort to get the prestige 
of the offensive is quickly repressed, and that 
role is resumed by us. As to his numbers, our 
deliberate estimate of nood’s army (there is 
great liability of mistake) doc. not exceed 35,- 
000 men. Sherman’s disposable force is twice 
as great. With less than half his army, he 
leaves Thomas Vo cheek that Western campaign 
of Hood’s, heralded with so much bluster and 
bravado, and with the rest he pursues his own 
extraordinary career. ’ 

Approaching the Valley, the chief fact which 
strikes us is that Early has moved forward from 
New Market to Strasbnrg, and that Sheridan 
has fallen back to Winchester. Here arc two 
changes to account for. With regard to Early’s 
advance, it should be said that we have always 
been greatly deceived as to the actual injury in- 
flicted on him. Outnumbering him in every 
battle as two to one, it only required a fair and 
equal field to drive liim rapidly up the Valley. 
Suelt a field was furnished at Winchester, and 
thence Early retreated to his stronghold at 
Brown’s Gap. We were told that Early could 
not stand anywhere. But he held Brown’s Gap 
firmly, aud, on our endeavoring to force it, he 
repulsed our cavalry with severe loss. We had 
hardly got well in possession of Harrisonburg 
before Early was resuming the offensive, and 
very nearly surprised one division of our cavalry. 
He was so busy, too, with our communications 
that we were compelled to fall back to Cedar 
Creek. Sheridan promptly aud haulsowely 
conducted this prudent retrograde. 

Early was still determined to be master of the 
Valley, and attacked us at Cedar Creek in a 
manner which showed the absurdity of newspa- 
per assertions that lie had been completely an- 
nihilated. ne had received few or no reinforce- 
ments, tmt had probably got new cannon. His 
army was not more than 15,000 strong. Ours 
was more tlran double that number, and lay be- 
hind intrenchments. By a skilful surprise, he 
turned us from our intrenchments, and inflicted 
great loss upon us. It required simply a pause 
in which to get our troops well in hand, to re- 
cover again, as at Winchester, the advantage 
given by our preponderance of numbers. The 
victory was decided and glerions, as in the other 
ease, but, as iu that also, official reports were 
not conteut with representing the affair as a 
handsome success, hut claimed a final rout, a 
Waterh io. inflicted on the enemy. His speedy 
recovery from the rude shock showed our error. 
In trnth, both at Winchester and at Cedar Creek 
we over-estimated the loss in men and material 
inflicted on the enemy. In the latter affair, 
the total losses, exclusive of recaptures, were as 
follows: Early's loss in killed, wounded, and 
prisoners was stated by the enemy to be less 
than 1,200, but, according to probability, was 
about 2,500. no lost 2" cannon and a few less 
caissons. The other losses, wagons, &c., ex- 
clusive of recaptures, were small. A part of the 
medical stoics of each side was captured by tite 
other. Our losses were from 6,500 to 7,000' 
men. Tltrcc days after the battle 1,429 prison- 
ers, eaptnrcd at Cedar Creek, were received at 
Richmond, and the enemy claims 1,800 in all. 
Tite official statement of losses in the fitk and 
19tb corps made them abont 5,500 in all. The 
official estimates of those in the 8th corps put 
them at abont 850. Add the cavalry losses, and 
the 1 receding figures will be found nearly cor- 
rect. It will be seen, therefore, how Early’s 
army could be recuperated so easily. It proba- 
bly has few reinforcements now from Rich- 
mond, and we still outnumber it as two to one. 

Sheridan's retrograde movement is wise, and 
commendable. It is in pursuance of the policy 
by which he retreated from Brown's Gap, ®idy 
to gain the costly but brilliant victory of Cedar 
Creek. Now, again, Early has assumed the 
offensive, and threatens our commuuleatUns 
with his cavalry. To save our supply trains 
from petty tmt constant guerilla annoyances, 
we move back nearer our base of supplies. 
Moreover, forage in the neighborhood of Cedar 
Cteek has been exhausted, and hay and fodder 
must be transported thither from Martinsbarg, 
Obviously, it is a wise move to shorten and 
strengthen tlic line of communications. As for 
Early's force, it is too greatly inferior to ours to 
give us trouble, except by our own want of 
skill iu handling it. 

Finally, at Richmond, the only symptoms of 
tlic offensive which the enemy show arc night 
attacks w ith chosen columns, perhaps, of single 
brigades, upon our picket lines. In these suc- 
cess and failure have been pretty evenly bal- 
anced ; the only fear is that the enemy shall 
cease to tire and expend his troops in such 
efforts. Grant desires nothing better than these 
brusque demonstrations of his antagonist. But, 
in truth, the thing most unlikely to happen iu 
that quarter, at present, is a vigorous attempt 
to dislodge us from our position. Unless our 
scouts and Generals arc greatly deceived, 'Lee 
opposes us with a force but half as great as our 
own. 

On every field, therefore, the aspect of the 
war is encouraging. All we require is vigilance, 
conscientious fidelity to tlic caus , and care and 
economy in the handling of troops. Every ef- 
fort of the enemy to assume the offensive re- 
veals his own weakness. When the movement 
of Sherntan is developed in its full character, a 
new turn will be manifest in the kaleidoscope 
of tlic war. At present it seems probable that, 
if we can hold our own elsewhere, he will solve 
more than one clement in this weary problem 
of rebellion. 



Tim Greek Revolution Accom pusfikd. — 
America is not the ouiy country that is troubled 
with a factious party. The North American 
says, in the southeastern corner of Europe there 
is one which for the last two years has had ex- 
perience of the action of a set of men whose 
sole object has been to thwart the existing Ad- 
ministration, and get into office themselves. 
Greece at the present moment presents Hie 
spectacle — though on a small scale — of a nation 
thoroughly disorganized and impoverished bv 
dishonest, factions. We have said theTast two 
years, but, in fact, the evil dates back to the 
days of the establishment of Greek indepen- 
dence in 1829. The protecting Powers, Frauce, 
England, and Russia, through whose combined 
action this was achieved, knowing well the 
cliMacter of the so-called Greek “patriots,” set 
upra Russianized Greek statesman, Count Capo 
d'lstrias, as President of the infant republic. 
But this interfered with tite ambitious pro- 
jects of the leading chieftains, and tite 
Count’s assassination speedily disposed of 
the difficulty. Again anarchy reigned, and 
again the protecting Powers interfered to save 
the Greeks from themselves. Prince -Otho, 
of Bavaria, was sent to rule over them and to 
establish a constitutional monarchy. But lie 
soon found that the people entertained as much 
dislike for him because he was a German as they 
had done for Capo d’lstrias because he was a 
Russian, and nothing he could do would please 
them. Unfortunately he relied too much on his 
Bavarian advisers and guards, and notwith- 
standing the efforts of his Queen, a Danish 
Princess, to gain the affections of his subjects, 
he sank lower and lower in their estimation, 
until it became evident that lie must either rule 
by military force or abdicate. The crisis came 
in 1862. Our readers, if not entirely absorbed 
in the far greater and infinitely more important 
struggle going on upon our own continent, 
will have noticed, and will perhaps remember, 
that what was called a military insurrection 
took place at that time, the garrisons of the 
principal fortresses openly revolting against tho 
Government, and demanding the appointment 
of a provisional regime. After some resistance 
and fighting, King Otho yielded to tho storm 
and fled. He was formally deposed, and Europe 
was ransacked for a new sovereign. The choice of 



the people fell almost unanimously upon Prince 
Alfred of England, but there was a provision in 
the treaty between the protecting powers that 
no Russian, French, or English prince should 
be placed on the throne of Greece ; conse- 
quently Prince Alfred could not accept the 
honor intended for hint. But England found a 
substitute for him in Prince William of Den- 
mark, who was accepted bv the Greeks, and is 
now their king, under the name of Geerge tho 
First. All this took place last year, and must 
be fresh in the recollection of our readers. 

King George, on his accession, found every- 
thing in confusion. The military chiefs were 
all scheming for their own advancement. The 
treasury was empty; there was no public credit, 
and the administration of police had become so 
lax that the country was ever? where infested by 
brigands; even in the streets of Athens no one 
was safe, especially after dark. To remedy this 
state of thing!, the King and his adviser and 
prime minister, Count Spomtcck (a Dane), set 
to work to remodel the national institutions. 
The constitution recognized a king, a senate, 
and a house of representatives, or, as it was 
termed, a legislative assembly, approximating 
in theory to tlic English system, but in reality 
more to our own; for the legislative assembly 
was elected by universal suffrage for a 6hort 
period, and the eenate for a longer one, 
tlic King being perpetual President. Bat 
this system, effective as it is with a people ac- 
customed to self-government, has hitherto 
proved a failure with the Greeks and tlic King 
and bis Prime Minister have devised a new con- 
stitution or reformed system, which, to ns re- 
publicans, will look very much like retrogres- 
sion, or “advancing backwards.” It is in fact 
adopting tite French system, omitting the Sen- 
ate, but, as the French Senate is but an assem- 
bly packed by tbcEmperor, it is in reality a nul- 
lity; so that the new Greek constitution is the 
same as the French. The Senate has been for- 
mally abolished, and in its place lias been erect- 
ed a Council of State, which is a consultative 
legislative council. All bills must be referred 
to it from “tlie Chamber of Deputies,” and re- 
turned by it, with observations or amendments, 
within ten days; but this term may be prolonged 
by resolution of the Chambers to fifteen days 
more. 

In case the Council of State makes no report 
at (he expiration of tlic time fixed, the Cham- 
ber £of Depntie* may vote tlic law and send it 
np to the King. Tlic Council of State must 
not consist of less than fifteen nor more than 
twenty-five members, who are to receive 7,000 
drachmas ($1,400) of annual salary. The mcm- 
liers arc named by the Crown, at the recom- 
mendation of the ministers, and hold office for 
ten years. This system lias been adopted by the 
National Assembly, convened in lieu of the old 
bodies, though by a 6mall majority only, the 
namber being 136 to 124. The project had 
been before it for a considerable time, caeli 
party bolding out for its own ends; but 
at length the King, finding that if he 
did not act vigorously nothing would lie 
doue by the patriots who were so busy 
saving the country, sent them a message that 
he would take measures of his own if they did 
not promptly vote upon the matter. Doubtless 
he bad packed a majority, for gold goes a long 
way even in Greece; and now be hat gained his 
point. Sanguine people look forward to great 
results, and perhaps the King and his advisers 
have done what they cot^ider best for the na- 
tion; but no one can fail to perceive that the 
new Council of State will be merely the creature 
of the Court, while the Chamber of Deputies is 
the creature of the poople; and if the latter do 
not succumb it will remain an adversary; so 
that it is to be feared that more trouble is in 
store for Greece. There are no materials in the 
country for a House of Peers or a Senate of high 
character, and thus there is no intermediate 
class between the Kiug and the people. Such 
a state of things forebodes further changes. 



spire him with confidence in tlic Catholic senti- 
ment of the King of Italy.” The. question is 
virtually solved. The Emperor of the French 
will have removed the grand obstacle to its solu- 
tion when he shall have withdrawn the garri- 
ii m; And, as h:'.3 been well observed, “The 
Italian government will but have to wait until 
tlie ripe pear drops of itself at their feet.” 
The aspirations of the Romans are ail for 
union with Italy, and these will realize them- 
selves, in spite ol the Papal dragoons 
and the brigands of Francis of Naples. Roma 
imincibite sempre earn will once again be the 
burden of Italian patriotism, and there will then 
remain bnt the question of Venice to be dealt 
with before Garibaldi's occupation shall be 
gone. And rumor has even gone so far as to 
point out a possible solution of it in the mar- 
riage of Victor Emmanuel s son with an Aus- 
trian Princess, having Venetia for a dowry, so 
that in time tlie Italian roytt family would iu- 
herit the much coveted territory. This is a Eu- 
ropean mode of settling diili .Jties, but appa- 
rently not much to the taste of the Italians just 
now, for they are clamorous to be allowed to 
knock their heads against the qnadrilateral, 
forgetting that, without the aid of France, they 
would be overpowered by the Austrians in a 
month.

General Election ix England. — A n Eng- 
lish journal declares that tlie Earl of Derby lqus 
sent a circular to his House of Commons’ sup- 
porters that a dissolution of Parliament would 
probably take place about the loth November. 
The Philadelphia Press says it is very improba- 
ble that be has any belief of this. Except in 
very extraordinary instances, such as after the 
passing of the Reform bill in 1*32, and the forma- 
tion of the first Peel Government in 1834, a 
General Election does not take place in E«g- 
land so near the close ef the year— on tlie very 
threshold of winter, so to say. Tlie present 
House of Commons was elected when Lord Der- 
by was in office, in the spring of 1859; it as- 
sembled, proforma, for the swearing in of mem- 
bers, on the 31st of May. was opened by Queen 
Victoria in person on the 7th of June, 1859, 
and would not legally terminate, nuder the 
Septennial Act, (until the 39th May, 1860. It 
may run two or three sessions yet, if Lord Pal- 
merston pleases. lie cannot have any obvious 
motive for dissolving it now, and, if he did, 
would experience the disadvantage of “going 
before tlie country,” (as it is called), without 
having any rallying party crv. lie declines 
promisingParliamcntary Reform (no one would 
now believe him sincere, if he did promise it, 
for he betrayed the Reformers in 1859), and a 
reduction of taxation and expenditure, on which 
lie might appeal to the people, has vet to be de- 
clared the present policy of England during tho 
coming session. As for Lord Derby, he is not 
acting as if he, head of tlie Tory party, cx- 
peetej a dissolution of Parliament. The last 
report, fi om Knowlexy Park (his country seat), 
mentioned tha,t having corrected tlie proof- 
sheets of the forthcoming Iliad of II itner, 
translated by him into English blank verse, 
lie was very busy making preparations for re- 
ceiving the Prince of Wales as liis visitor. This 
matter is of interest to us only on one account; 
tlic Palmerston Ministry are committed to some 
reasonable show of neutrality in American 
affairs, lint, if tlie result of tlie elections were 
to place Lord Derby in office, we may reason- 
ably apprehend that tbc neutral policy would 
be laid aside, for Lord Derby and most of liis 
future colleagues, Mr. Disraeli excepted, have 
publicly expressed their sympathy with tlic "so- 
called Southern Confederacy.” It is for our 
interest that Palmerston should continue ma.-ter 
of the situation.

Thk Franco-Itai.ian Convention. — T he Phil- 
adelphia North American says another crisis 1ms 
arrived in the history of Italy, and it will depend 
upon the action of the Italians thcmsclres 
whether it shall turn to good or evil. Some 
weeks since a convention was entered into be- 
tween the Emperor of the French and the King 
of Italy for (what may be cant'd) a provisional 
settlement of the Roman difficulty. We have 
already briefly commented on this fact in our 
columns. Our readers do not require to be told 
that the 9 CCnpation of Koine by a Freuch garri- 
son has been a great obstacle to tlic consolida- 
tion of the new Italian kingdom, besides beiug 
a constant source of irritation to the Italians, 
and a cause of anxiety to their Government. 
Perhaps had the French taken upon themselves 
to administer the internal alTairs of the Papal 
States, instead of confining themselves to 
keeping the Pope on his throne, there might 
have been lc ; s confusion, but a* matters have 
stood for the last three years, Rome has been 
a hot- bed of reactionaij intrigues on the part 
of tlie refugee Bourbons and the Absolutist 
Ultramontane party in tlie Church, and it has 
l *en a den of conspirators and brigands, who 
h.wc from time to time sallied forth from the 
sanctuary of the Vatican to commit all sorts of 
depredation in southern Italy. These men 
have been the main obstacle to the pacifi- 
cation of Naple.*, and but for the decisive 
check which the Bourbon party met with at the 
hands of General Ciuldini, when he defeated 
aud captured Lamoriciere aud liis foreign 
legion, they would, probable, have inaugurated 
a long and sanguinary civil war. It was time 
that tboe evils slunild be brought to an end; 
and, moreover, public opinion in France, as 
well as in Europe, was last assuming such 
an aspect with regard to the occupation of 
Rome, that Napoleon could not much longer 
disregard it. Thus it was that he at leugth 
proposed to withdraw the Freuch garrison from 
Rome, in November, 18fiC, provided the Italian 
Government would give up all desigus of re- 
possessing the city, promise not to attack the 
Papal territories, and offer some real guarantee 
in older to inspire the Pope with confidence iu 
the Catholic sentiment of the King of Italy. 
The conduct of the Italian negotiators has been 
dignified throughout this business, and has 
preserved the huuor of the nation, while yield- 
ing in substance to the requisitions of France. 
They replied that they would reject all condi- 
tions contrary to the rights of the nation, and 
that all they could or would do was to renounce 
violent measures. With this declaration and 
an understanding that some other city than 
Rome should be selected for tlie national gov- 
ernment, the Emperor was obliged to bo con- 
tent; and thus, in spite of the protests 
of Mazzini aud Garibaldi and the Dem- 
ocratic party, the Roman difficulty will 
shortly be settled, as“ regard* France. The 
Italian Parliament, which is now on the point of 
meeting, will be immcdialely called upon to rat- 
ify the choice which the governmeut has made 
of Florence a;; the future capital of Italy, and to 
sanction the course which the Ministers have 
pursued throughout the negotiation. We arc 
glad to perceive that the people of the great city 
of Naples, which, as regards population, size, 
beauty, and historical associations, is far ahead 
of all the other cities of Italy, and really might 
insist with reason on its claims to be made the 
seat of government, have cheerfully acquiesced 
in the preference given to Florence. This is a 
most favorable sign; so is the fact that the Flor- 
entines themselves have not solicited the honor* 
though they might have urged that they volun 
tarily gave up their independence fol- the sake 
of Italy, and therefore deserved consideration. 
The principal opposition has come from Turin, 
which dislikes being dethroned. 

No country in the civilized world contains so 
many capitals as Italy, except the United States. 
Turin, Milan, Venice, Parma, Verona, Ferrara, 
Bologna, Florence, Rome, and Naples have in 
all ages of Italian history’ been the scats of sov- 
ereign power; to which might be added Genoa, 
Pisa, Viacenza, Mantua, Ravenna, Gaeta, aud 
Amalfi, but that the sovereignty has long since 
departed from them. How rich they all are in 
historical associations! If that were the sole 
consideration, Rome itself might have some 
difficulty In maintaining its pretensions. And, 
after all said and done, the site of “the Eternal 
City” is very unhealthy, and by no means the 
best that could be selected for other purposes of 
a capital. But history, poetry, aud romance 
have eo appropriated it to themselves, that 
the Italians feel pretty much as the French 
might if called npon to give up Paris for 
Lyons, or the English London for Liver- 
pool. Still no one really believes that 
it is more than a temporary sacrifice which 
they are called upon to make. The Pope, left 
to Lis own resources, and dependent for personal 
safety on his own dragoons, will have a hard 
time of it. We fully expect that it will not be 
long before be will call upon Victor Emmanuel 
for protection, and that then he will receive 
from him “that real guarantee which will ia-
